Kodak Announces 
New Color Film 


NEW COLOR negative material, :\e. 

veloped for making prints instead of 
direct viewing and projection, was an- 
nounced by Eastman Kodak Company at 
the Photographers Association of Amer- 
ica convention in Chicago. Known as Ek- 
tacolor, this new film simplifies print 
making by eliminating the need for sep- 
aration negatives and for masking as is 
required when working from a positive 
color transparency. 

Intended primarily for professional use 
with artificial light, Ektacolor is designed 
for processing in the photographer’s stu- 
dio. It will be supplied in standard sheet 
film sizes for use in conventional cameras, 
and is expected to be available in the 
first half of next year. 

In principle, Ektacolor is really a great- 
ly improved version of Kodacolor roll 
film, which brought color snapshots with- 
in the range of even the amateur using 
a simple box or folding camera. It yields 
a negative in which each color appears as 
its complement, and black appears as 
white. Here the similarity ends, however, 
for Ektacolor is capable of producing re- 
sults far beyond the range of Kodacolor. 

The major advantage of the Ektacolor 
process is derived from the use of colored 
couplers, which provide automatic color 
correction as the film is developed. When 
removed from the last of the three proc- 
essing solutions required, the film con- 
tains a negative image combined with 
positive color “masks.” These give the 
film an over-all orange appearance. 

Because of the nature of the dyes used 
in color films, such correction is necessary 
to produce prints of top quality. Working 
from a positive transparency—such as re- 
sults from most existing color films—this 
is done by making one or more low- 
density, negative images as “masks,” 
binding them in register to the transpar- 
ency. With Ektacolor this is not necessary. 

A second new Kodak product, Kodak 
Pan Matrix Film, provides a convenient 
means of making the final prints. Work- 
ing from the Ektacolor negative with 
standard tri-color filters, positive printing 
matrices are made directly on this mate- 
rial by contact or enlargement. 

Since the color negative need not be 
moved during this operation, registration 
of the three matrices presents no problem. 
The matrices are located by means of pins 
on the enlarger easel or the contact print- 
er—and the same system can be used to 
get them in register again to transfer the 
image from the dyed matrices to the final 
support. In effect, Ektacolor provides in 
one film a set of corrected color separa- 
tion negatives. 

In addition, black-and-white prints for 
use as proofs can be made directly from 
the Ektacolor negative on a special paper. 

The advantages of this new film have 
been achieved only at the expense of 
some loss in speed, and Ektacolor will 
require relatively intense illumination. 
While it has been designed primarily for 
the professional, advanced amateurs now 
producing color prints by more compli- 
cated processes are expected to show con- 
siderable interest in it.—

Such outings pay big dividends, and we

Generally speaking, salons do not limit 
or specify subject matter, and therefore 
you are likely to see a good many prints 
in one exhibition that you may have seen 
in another. We recently noted with in- 
terest an entry form for the First “All- 
Colorado” Salon of Photography, which 
is being sponsored by the Denver Council 
of Camera Clubs. Although entrants are 
not limited to Colorado residents, pic- 
tures submitted must have pictorial in- 
terest pertaining to Colorado—its scen- 
ery, agriculture, rural or urban life, 
sports, industry, etc. Exhibitions of this 
type, though they eliminate entries of a 
general nature, provide a central theme 
that will interest those attending the 
showing and inspire picture makers in 
need of ideas. While we do not think 
that all salons—or contests—should spe- 
cify a given theme or subject, a few will 
serve to give some variety to the exhibi- 
tions and encourage the making of more 
pictures “with a purpose.” 


OW that American magazines are 

again finding their way to distant 
parts of the world, correspondence from 
readers abroad is on the increase. Letters 
contain interesting reports of »hoto- 
graphic progress everywhere, and we 
hope to bring you some stories dealing 
with amateur and club activities in other 
lands. One letter from Tokyo informs us 
that photography there is an engrossing 
hobby which has greatly increased in 
popularity since the war, along with 
other interesting information. We would 
have liked to reply to this friendly 
reader—apparently a G.I.—but he forgot 
to sign his letter or include a return 
address.

to as the “Twentieth Century Bluebeard,” was convicted of 

forgery on nine counts and sentenced to 126 years in prison. 
Law enforcement authorities believe that Cline may have mur- 
dered as many as fifteen women, but by cleverly concealing 
evidence of his actions and disposing of the victims’ bodies by 
cremation, he was able to escape a murder charge. 

Cline, however, was unable to escape the damning evidence 
of forgery uncovered by scientific document photography. It 
was proved conclusively in court, through the medium of in- 
frared photography, that Cline had altered a grant deed by 
erasing his wife’s name and substituting his own as grantee. 

This case serves to illustrate how scientific document pho- 
tography contributes to the administration of justice and why 
properly made photographs are almost universally accepted 
today as evidence by the courts. 

Although highly useful in its field, the infrared photograph is 
only one of a number of specialized types of photographs used 
in questioned document work. The others include exact-size 
record, magnified, ultraviolet, side-lighted, and transmitted- 
light photographs. All are used as a part of the day’s work 
in Clark Sellers’ office, where documentary evidence in the 
Cline case was prepared for presentation in court.

The record photograph 


As a routine procedure all questioned documents are photo- 
graphed exact size front and back in order to preserve a record 
of their appearance and condition as they come into the office. 
Record photographs, as well as the majority of the other types, 
are taken with a Folmer & Schwing 11x14 camera with 8x10 
and 5x7 reducing backs and triple-extension bellows. Lens 
equipment includes a 24-cm Zeiss Apo-Tessar, a 14-inch Goerz 
Artar, a 3-inch Bausch & Lomb Micro-Tessar, and a 4-inch 
Tessar. The Zeiss Apo-Tessar is used for most photographs of 
less than four diameter magnification. 

Daylight from the north sky has been found to be the best 
source of illumination for most of our record and magnified 
photographs. This type of illumination has the disadvantage 
of being somewhat inconsistent; however, it possesses a quality 
we have been unable to duplicate with any other light source. 
Exposure time is determined by a photoelectric meter. Two 
Johnson Ventlites with 1000-watt bulbs are used frequently for 
special purposes and to supplement the daylight illumination.

In the Lindbergh-Hauptmann kidnaping trial, the enlarged 
side-by-side comparison of Hauptmann’s genuine writing with 
the writing on the ransom letters proved conclusively that 
Hauptmann had written the letters and prompted him to admit, 
“Dot handwriting is the worstes thing against me.” 

Photographs of greater magnifications, from 3 to 15 diameters, 
are taken: to disclose evidence of minute patching, unusual 
stops, faulty line quality, and other evidences of forgery. 
Magnified photographs offer another novelty for the amateur. 
Ordinary objects take on an entirely new and sometimes sur- 
prising aspect under magnification, which also can be done 
with daylight illumination. The only equipment necessary is a 
camera with double or triple extension bellows, a firm camera 
support, and a lens of shorter than normal focal length, if con- 
siderable magnification is attempted. When using a short lens, 
stop down considerably. The lens is probably not designed for 
this type of work, and if not stopped down, it would fail to 
cover the larger film area. The exposure for magnified photo- 
graphs will be considerably longer than normal. This is due to 
the necessary extended bellows on the camera and the conse- 
quent falling off of the image brightness at the film plane. 


Infrared photegraphy 


Infrared photography, as Alfred Cline belatedly learned, 
often plays an important part in uncovering hidden evidence. 
This type of photograph is taken as a matter of routine in 
our office when it is suspected that erasures have been made 
in documents. 4 

If pencil writing is erased, the chances are excellent that 
the original writing will be recovered. This is due to the 
penetrating quality of the infrared ray enabling the film to 
record the presence of graphite granules that have been 
pushed into the paper in the erasing process. 

Forgeries by the tracing process can often be detected by 
infrared photography. The pencil or carbon outline the forger 
used as a guide will often show througli the upper ink stroke, 
or occasionally the infrared ray will filter out the ink stroke 
itself, leaving only the tell-tale pencil outline. Similarly, inks 
that appear the same to the naked eye, but which actually are 
chemically different, may be distinguished by the camera’s eye 
through the medium of infrared photography. The versatile 
infrared may also be used to reveal the original writing on 
charred documents. 

The cameraman who has an old family bible with the writing 
almost obscured by time, or a highly prized picture which has 
faded beyond recognition, will be amazed at the results’ ob- 
tained with infrared. And expensive equipment is not neces- 
sary: Two floodlights and a red (A) filter used with infrared 
film will do the trick. A firm camera support is needed 
because the infrared film is slow and the exposure times are 
extended. 

Most of our infrared photographs are made with the Folmer 
& Schwing camera using Eastman (Continued on page 94)

WE INTRODUCE... 


Great American Novel played the 

major roles in the beginning pho- 
tographic career of Marion Charles Hatch 
of Juliustown, New Jersey. To take up 
these seemingly disconnected elements 
one by one: 

1. Hatch needed money so that he 
could have time to write The Great 
American Novel. 

2. A friend pushed a camera into 
Hatch’s hands one day and said: “Push 
this button.” He did. And the picture 
was so good that the friend decided Hatch 
could make a quick fortune (with which 
to write TGAN) in photography. 

3. The Cows? Well, they taught him 
photography. 

This is how it all happened. Marion 
Charles Hatch had been a newspaper- 
man. Once he was rewrite man for the 
AP; later he was managing editor of two 
picture newspapers for Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, Jr.—the Illustrated Daily Herald 
in San Francisco, and the Illustrated 
Daily Tab in Miami. 

Later he sold himself to the fleshpots 
of Hollywood, doing several scenarios for 
cowboy thrillers. Then followed a period 
of unproductable (in the literal sense, 
they were never produced) play-writing. 
Just about the time he decided to start 
his novel, the bank account began to 
shrink noticeably. A friend (the one of 
whom he had taken the picture) told him 
that the way to make money was by 
photographing cows, and that anyone 
who could make him look good would 
assuredly do well by the bovine beauties. 

It seems that the friend knew a man 
who raised prize cattle. These cattle are 
offered for sale in advertisements in cata- 
logues. A picture which would sell an 
$800 cow for $2,000 also would be profit- 
able for the photographer. And, since all 
cows look alike, the job should be easy. 
So, our hero hied himself off to a camera 
store—and looked at the mysterious 
wares. Well, since he’d been a news- 
paperman he knew what a Speed Graphic 
was. 

“Give me,” he said to the clerk, “a 
Speed Graphic and everything to go with 
it. I'll be back at 2 o’clock to pick up the 
stuff.” 

The next step was to read all the little 
books which came with the equipment 
and which explained how to use the 
equipment.

HREE hundred photography students at Los Angeles Art 
Center recently had George Hoyningen-Huene, interna- 
tionally known photographer, as a guest lecturer. Huene 
brought with him Hazel Brooks, Enterprise Studios’ star who 
spent six months as a Conover model before Hollywood recog- 
nized her. She is copper-haired, green-eyed, tall and sveltely 
slim, and Huene claims she is the ideal photographic subject. 
To back up his belief that she makes an ideal photographic 
subject, Huene used her to demonstrate the procedure followed 
in a typical commercial fashion or glamour assignment. After 
posing her in several ways, and under varying lighting condi- 
tions, he set out to make the portrait shown on the opposite 
page, explaining his procedure as he went along. Following his 
theory that the pose is all important, his model’s position was 
first determined, and then the lighting set up. His backlight, 
key or main lighting, and fill-in lights were arranged, and lights 
to accentuate special features of the photograph, such as veiling 
and straw hat, were then set.

In the course of his lecture, Huene, who has posed more 
beautiful women than the loneliest love-starved male ever 
dreamed of, informed the Art Center students that he is not 
pleased with the present crop of glamour pictures turned out 
by members of his profession.

Photography in museums—either the art, science, or natural 
history museums—requires a workable knowledge of all funda- 
mentals of photography differing somewhat from the photogra- 
phy of other subjects. At the expense of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, museums are able to present the comprehensive 
story of man’s genius. In painstaking arrangement and scientific 
display, the treasures of the universe and the fruits of invention, 
an entire panoramic progression of our search for knowledge, 
are offered to the sometimes unbelieving eye. Rare animals, 
exotic birds, strarige fish from the brilliant depths of lost seas, 
those are big game for any camera; and with the resources of 
our modern museums at your disposal, the “hunting field” can 
measure 25,000 square miles by 10,000 years. 

One of the first “musts,” however, in the taking of photo- 
graphs in museums, is to get the written permission of the 
officials in charge. There are several reasons for this restric- 
tion against indiscriminate taking of pictures.

What you want from me—and what I can give you—is 
basic facts, advice, instruction, and suggestions on how to 
make up for the camera. And, learned in the many years of 


[: NOT going to waste your time with a lot of “lacy-pants 


making up literally thousands of Hollywood actresses for the 


lens, there are a number of tricks I can pass on to you. 

None of it means cheating or tricking your camera. It means 
helping your camera get the most out of what you’ve got. 
It means getting into your home or outdoor portrait, and even 
snapshot, the utmost of what natural beauty and glamour your 
model possesses—and, even more important, overcoming as far 
as possible, through the science and art and trickery of make- 
up, whatever limitations your model may have. 

And that’s enough preamble—so let’s go! .. . 

First of all, there are two major points to remember, through- 
out. One is basic concept; the other is basic practice. Here they 
are: 

1. Beauty and glamour are illusion, created of highlights 
and shadows, creating in turn, contour. That’s all. Sounds 
simple, but it’s the ultimate basic concept of what you're 
after—beauty and glamour are illusion and you can create 
illusion. 

2. And the basic practice is simply this: the minimum of 
makeup is the ultimate in effectiveness! Discard all other 
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ideas you may have conceived or received. Drop all notions 
that the more makeup you pile on, the better the results. It’s 
just the opposite: the less makeup you can use to achieve the 
illusion you seek is the ultra-effective. You'll see the wisdom 
of this as I break up the whole process of camera makeup 
into a series of specific items. 


Basic foundation; face 


The most important of all your makeup items (your camera 
is speaking!) is the foundation, the base. Get that right and 
it will be difficult to go wrong with the remainder. 

For this, go right to your model’s dressing table. Use the 
same foundation color she finds best for street wear. You 
don’t need anything new, unless she is an “extreme”—either 
a very light platinum or bleached blonde whose skin tone 
and hair tone are so alike that the dividing line is lacking, 
or a brunette with deep olive skin, where the same defect 
exists, but reversed. For the ultra-blonde, get a foundation 
cream or liquid at least two shades darker than her normal 
street wear; for the olive-brunette, cream or liquid one shade 
lighter than street. 

But for non-extremes, the model’s regular foundation cream 
is all you need. ; 

The trouble is, most women don’t know how to apply 
foundation correctly.

The easiest and poorest way to get a picture is to crowd the 
girls onto a davenport in a straight line, give them nothing to 
do to create a center of interest, and tell them you’re reddy to 
shoot. The result is picture No. 2, in which they all stare at 
the camera with toothpaste grins except for one who forgets to 
look up. Leaving your flashgun on the camera caused a hard 
shadow to fall directly behind their heads, making it difficult to 
tell where hair ends and shadow begins, especially with the 
brunettes. 

The light is extremely flat and doesn’t give good modeling. 
Note also the unsightly hot spot caused by the flash bulb 
reflecting from the window background. If the light were held 
above and to one side of the camera, the distracting reflection 
could have been avoided. ; 

You don’t like this shot because it’s too stiff and amateurish, 
so you try to improve your posing technique. You place the 
girls on the floor where the informal position makes them 
more at ease. By placing the gifts in the center of the group 
and partially opening them, you begin to get natural action. 
But what’s your camera angle going to be? If you stand, 
holding the camera at eye level, the result is a confusing back- 
ground in which the heads merge with the clutter of furniture 
as in shot No. 3. 

Keeping exactly the same grouping, note in picture 4 how 
much the picture is improved by changing the camera angle. 
Don’t be afraid to put the camera on the floor and stand on 
your head while focusing on the groundglass. Here is a good 
time to forget the range and viewfinders and use the ground-

glass. A look in your groundglass will show too much floor and 
no heads. Rather than tilt the camera up and thus distort 
perspective, make use of your rising front if you have a press 
type camera. Then forget a synchronized flash, take the flash 
gun off your camera and use the open flash technique. 

If you have a Graphic, here is a chance to use that focal 
plane shutter which so frequently goes unused. After focusing 
and composing your picture with the front shutter open, stop 
your lens down, wind the focal plane shutter to T (for time) 
and insert your holder or filmpack. Withdraw the slide and 
hold it over the lens. Then release the rear shutter to 0 (for 
open) position. Hold flashgun high, and remove slide from 
front of lens and fire your flash. Then cover the lens with slide 
while releasing focal plane shutter to closed position. Note 
how much this technique has improved the picture. The open 
flash method has allowed the room light to produce natural 
highlights and shadows. The shadows from the flashbulb are 
hidden below the subjects and the hard shadows of the syn- 
chronized flash on camera no longer show directly behind the 
heads. Then, too, by having the prospective bride display 
the gift to the girls, you have a center of interest which 
naturally draws their attention. Facial expressions become 
relaxed as they forget the presence of the camera. 

A hackneyed example of commonplace newspaper posing is 


illustrated in picture 1. Here the leg art angle is obtained by 
placing the girls on a hallway railing. The subjects are 
arranged in depth which is pleasing. Plenty of shapely limb 
exposure is considered pleasing by many, but the obvious 
defect in this picture is the unevenness of light resulting from 
the flash-on-camera technique. The near subjects have received 
too much and those in the background have received relatively 
little light. The problem in printing this photo was to balance 
the unevenness in lighting. The entire right half of the picture 
was exposed six seconds while the left half received double 
this exposure. The print is unavoidably gray in the left fore- 
ground and darker in tone in the right area. 

A little ingenuity in the use of lights, props, and posing will 
produce something truly worthwhile for the album of the 
bride-to-be. Unusual posing and camera angle produced eye- 
catching picture No. 6. We decided to get a worm’s eye view 
of the girls in a huddle admiring the gift iron. Because of the 
short camera-to-subject distance it was found that the normal 
focal length lens barely included the girl with the iron in the 
picture area. By having the girls stand on chairs only half of 
the circle of faces was included. Solution was the use of a 
wide-angle lens. The setup for this picture is shown in No. 7. 
Removing the reflector from the flashgun at the camera gave 
a more diffused, even light, and one (Continued on page 104)

dodging, Rolleiflex in hand, among some thirty- 
two gigantic Cossacks, some joyously racing up and 
down the melodic scale, some madly swinging in 
an energetic Russian dance. The noise is tre- 
mendous, the heat intense, and perspiration rolls 
from singers and photographer alike. 

These fur-hatted, six-foot choristers are members 
of the Don Cossack Chorus, a singing group whose 
members have been working together happily for 
some twenty-five years. Russian-born, they took 
their oaths of citizenship some time ago, have 
achieved a democracy in their work and activities, 
and have an unwritten constitution which provides 
simple solutions for the many difficulties which 
arise during their world tours. 

A practical one, it provides for such vital matters

HEN the enlargement has dried it is ready for the 
finishing touches. Examination of the print may bring 
to your notice several small light or dark spots which 
do not belong there. An exaggerated collection of such spots or 
marks is seen in one of the illustrations to the left. The light 
spots are caused by dust or lint on the negative or on the print- 
ing paper. The dark spots are caused by pinholes in the nega- 
tive, which allow tiny beams of raw light to come onto the 
enlarging paper. 

Both kinds of spots must be removed from your print before 
you can display it, the light ones by means of brush and 
spotting colors, or pencil, the dark ones by means of an etching 
knife. For this work you will need the following materials: 

Retouching colors. These are available at most photo supply 
stores, in several forms: disks, liquids, sticks, etc. They all 
come with printed instructions for their use. 

Brushes. You will need several good ones, preferably of 
sable or camel hair, the quality being necessary if you are to 
get a good point for delicate spotting work. I would suggest 
purchasing at least three—one No. 00, one No. 2, and one No. 5. 

Pencils. Any good pencil really will do, but a No. 4H and a 
No. HB are recommended. The points should be quite long 
and sharp. 

Water container. This should be made of glass, and can be 
quite small. 

Etching knife. Get one of the etching knives made for the

held as shown to shave off the emulsion. The knife must 
be extremely sharp for good results. The dark spots can be 
avoided by spotting out pinholes in the negative before printing. 
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Three effective methods of displaying prints are shown above. At the left is an unobtrusive frame. In the center is one of the 
adjustable "Braquettes," which permit rapid interchange of various sized prints when desired. The standing frame at the right is 
made of transparent lucite, and holds the print between two sheets of glass. It is suitable for use on desks, tables, and dressers.

In a pinch 
you can use a single-edged razor blade, but this is never so 
satisfactory as the real article. 

Sharpening stone. I recommend the kind known as “Hard 
Arkansas Oil Stone,” which does very nicely for sharpening 
the retouching knife. A small bottle of light machine oil will 
be needed for lubricating the stone. 

Spotting is done on a steady table, under adequate glareless 
lighting. Arrange your tools and materials in such a way that 
they will be convenient, but keep the sharpening stone and the 


oil out of the way or you'll be apt to smear your print. When 


it comes to diluting or moistening the spotting colors you may 
find it best to use saliva, as so many professionals do. If you 
prefer not to use this technique, you can prepare a synthetic 
liquid, or medium, composed of one part gum arabic to about 
20 parts of water. 

By way of beginning the actual spotting, wet the brush and 
pick up some retouching color on it. Then take a sheet of 
white writing paper and wipe the brush on it with a twisting, 
pulling, motion. This serves to remove excess color, it shapes 
the brush to a fine point, and it shows you the shade or tone 
of the spotting color on the brush. 

The shade of the color op the brush at any particular time 
is very important, since it must match the shade or tone of 
the print area in which the spotting is to be performed. If 
you find that your brush tone is too light, pick up some color

use otherwise, then attaching handles at each end. 


on the brush. If it is too dark, dilute it very slightly. If the 
color doesn’t match (as in the case of a toned print), you'll 


_ have to mix your colors until it does, and this is apt to mean 


using several different spotting colors in combination. Black 
and sepia are the most common, and will handle most assign- 
ments singly or mixed. Various commercial kits include such 
color combinations as black, reddish brown, and blue, which 
will combine to make just about any color you may need. 

When your test stroke on the sheet of writing paper shows 
you that the proper tone and color have been achieved, you're 
ready to work on the print. Spotting is not difficult. Touch 
the well-pointed brush to the light spot. Then lift it up and 
touch it again right next to the spot you touched previously. 
Keep on doing this, building up a patch of color over the 
light spot until the latter disappears. 

The most important thing is that you perform the work by 
touching, then lifting, then touching, and then lifting the brush 
again, in a series of controlled, almost vertical, motions, never 
pulling the brush across the surface of the print. If you. will 
look through a magnifier at a good job of spotting you'll find 
that it is made up of many tiny dots, which appear at normal 
viewing distance to be a solid mass of tone. 

While the use of spotting colors is the correct method for 
removing light spots from a print, some people employ pencils 
to save themselves time and effort. A good job can be done 
this way, but its disadvantages are (Continued on page 173)

Indoor Time—When autumn color has faded 
into a dreary brown, and the first snows are 
yet to come, these are the days when we move 
indoors, set up our lights, load the camera 
with faster films, and catch up on pictures that 
should have been taken sooner but were 
put off in favor of outdoor opportunities that 
tolerate no waiting 

This is the time for indoor snaps of the 
family addenda to the pictorial history of 
the children perhaps a practice session at 
the dinner table, in preparation for the Thanks- 
giving picture series time to work out a 
few still-life ideas and table-top tableaux 
and maybe even a bit of early darkroom work, 
with an eye to the winter salons 

So, let's check over the indoor equipment 
and supplies, spot any gaps or deficiencies, 
and take action to correct them. For example— 


Lighting Equipment—Surprisingly good work 
can be done with makeshift equipment—but 
as a rule it involves unnecessary fussing 
around, inconvenience, and every now and 
then a distressing failure. Equipment made- 
for-the-job spells happier picture-taking ses- 
sions for all concerned 

If you have one of the new Kodak flash cam- 
eras, with built-in synchronization, now is the 
time to re-check on the availability of a Kodak 
Flasholder. These simple, rugged, reliable 
units are less expensive than a complete syn- 
chronizer—and they're all you need when 
your camera shutter has its own synchronizing 
mechanism. Flasholders are made with suit- 
ahle mounting brackets for each Kodak flash 
camera—and production of most types is 
fairly well in step with camera production 


The Kodaflector—Possibly your preference runs 
to Photoflood Lamps for indoor work. In that 
event, you should investigate the Kodaflector.

For indoor work, this tripod has a detachable 
rubber tip on each leg. And—an extremely 
desirable feature on smooth floors—the 
spread of the legs is limited to 30 degrees from 
vertical, so the tripod can’t sprawl out and 
dump the camera. For maximum ease and 
flexibility of adjustment, the Kodak Turn-Tilt 
Head may be added; it matches the Eye-Level 
Tripod in design.

FILMING FOOTBALL 
FOR STUDY 


Quick-processing machine enables coaches to show 
movies of the first period to team between halves 


HROUGH high-speed processing 

equipment, football coaches this fall 
were able to “play back” to the team 
and coaching staff during the half-time 
period a photographic record of the 
teams’ strong points and weaknesses dur- 
ing the first half. 

The football coaches were continuing 
what the Army and Navy cinematograph- 
ers perfected during the war. Camera- 
carrying correspondents found that there 
was little advantage in shooting pictures 
for tactical study if the film had to travel 
thousands of miles and back for process- 
ing before it could be screened for study 
by military leaders. 

Consequently, a revolutionary devel- 
oping machine, produced by H. W. Hous- 
ton of Hollywood, was immediately re- 
quisitioned into all theaters of war. Its 
advantages were that it was small enough 
to be carried in a jeep; could be operated 
by any GI without previous photo- 
technical training; and would process 16 
mm reversal film, or 16 mm or 35 mm 
negative-positive. 

The machine used by the correspon- 
dents and football mentors with the most 
success was the one designed for reversal- 
processing 16 mm black-and-white film. 
It has an output of 900 feet an hour, is 
about the size of a desk and weighs 1,500 
pounds. Houston designed it to permit 
complete daylight operation. In either a 
portable darkroom or a changing bag, ex- 
posed film is loaded into a light-tight 
magazine. The magazine is placed on the 
machine and the film spliced by staples 
to the machine’s leader thread, which 
takes the film automatically through 
light-tight compartments. 

The film travels first through a “dark” 
compartment on the right side, passing 
through the first developer, stop-bath, and 


rinse; then it passes into the “flashing” 
light through the bleach, clearing, and 
second-developer tanks. From here it 
crosses over to the left side, returning 
toward the starting point while passing 
through the hypo, rinse, and dry-box 
compartments before being fed onto a 
take-up reel. 

The machine’s double-flashing light 
principle affords remarkable latitude in 
the event of over- or underexposures. 
When the film passes from the first de- 
veloper into the bleaching solution, it 
comes under a fixed exposing light which 
prints the image from the first-developed 
negative on the hitherto unexposed silver 
halides of the emulsion. Printing action is 
directly proportioned to the density of the 
first-developed negative image; strong, if

“e OW can I get good hunting pic- 
tures?” This is one of the most 


popular questions 
readers of outdoor magazines these days. 
It is runner-up to the perennial query 
“How can I hit more birds?” 

Whether this means more hunters are 
going in for photography or more photog- 
raphers are going in for hunting is any- 
body’s guess. Probably both. But it’s a 
good thing, both from the standpoint of 
conserving the dwindling supply of game 
birds and as an easy and inexpensive 
means of doubling the fun of hunting and 
preserving memories of days afield. 

As an ardent nimrod for 25 years and a 
regular contributor of hunting articles 
and photographs to national magazines, 
I've often wondered why more outdoors-

men and women didn’t combine two hob- 
bies that are so closely allied. For it’s an 
indisputable fact that it’s as easy to learn 
to take good hunting pictures as it is to 
become a good wingshot. Easier, in fact. 

All hunters know you've got to have a 
shotgun that fits you and you’ve got to 
know how to lead flying birds, swing with 
them, and pull the trigger without stop- 
ping your follow through. You’ve got to 
be alert, and have good physical co-ordi- 
nation and a deep interest in the habits 
of your quarry. 

In hunting photography, you’ve got to 
have a camera fitted for the job, and 
you've got to know what.it can and can- 
not do. You’ve got to quickly size up 
chances for good pictures, action as well 
as posed, and profit by the mistakes of 


yourself and others. And you've got to 
have a zest for taking pictures. 

But most of all, you’ve got to realize 
that good luck and bad luck go hand in 
hand. That doesn’t mean that luck’s 
everything—it isn’t, for know-how very 
often makes the breaks, but you can’t let 
yourself fret over failures due to circum- 
stances over which you have no control. 

And you must always loék ahead. 
Maybe that knockout shot is your next! 
You never know. Some of my best shots 
that won prizes and brought in sizable 
checks were the result of lucky breaks. 

Start at the beginning in hunting pho- 
tography. That’s what I advise novices. 
You can take up difficult subjects such as 
flying birds later on. 

“What kind of a camera?” That’s the 
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“Nice work, boy,” compliments this pheasant hunter. Mears used a medium-yellow 
filter, and he purposely threw the background out of focus to emphasize the subjects. 


first question a novice asks. My advice is 
the obvious—as good a camera as you can 
afford. If you now have a good outfit with 
which you are thoroughly familiar, that 
probably is the best bet for you. It should 
be light enough to hang from a neck-strap 
or fit a jacket pocket. A lens with an 
aperture of at least f 4.5 will come in very 
handy, and maximum shutter speeds of 
1/200 or 1/500 second will help you stop 
tion, 

[ advise beginners in this type of pho- 
‘raphy to avoid miniatures, unless they 
eady are accustomed to working with 
em. A fair negative size is important 
r good enlargements, and often you will 
int to blow up only a small area of your 
sative. 

My favorite all-around camera is a 
in-lens reflex with an {3.5 lens and 
900 second top shutter speed. It makes 
1x24 negatives. Accessories include an 
er-ready case, yellow and red filters, 
is Shade, and a flash synchronizer. I 
e to use fast film with an ASA index 
about 150, so I can stop down the lens 
depth of field, even in poor light, and 
ce action pictures at higher shutter 
eeds, 

Because most inquiries I’ve received in- 


t 


dicate that novices at hunting photog- 
raphy want to plunge right into action 
stuff, flying birds especially, a little frank 
talk on this subject might not be out of 
place right here. Believe me—and I’ve 
been taking and selling hunting pictures 
of all kinds for 15 years—closeups of fly- 
ing birds are post-graduate stuff that re- 
quires long hours of waiting in blinds, 
special equipment such as_ telephoto 
lenses and cameras mounted on gun 
stocks—and a lot of luck! It’s the most 
difficult and most disappointing of all 
types of action photography. I don’t mean 
by that you shouldn’t try to catch an ac- 
tion shot of a flying or falling bird. Go to 
it if you get a chance. But I want to cau- 
tion you against expecting too much 
when the negatives are developed. Espe- 
cially if you’re using a camera with a lens 
of usual focal length. A bird’s awfully 
small at 50 yards. 

Well, what kind of pictures should a 
comparatively new hunter-photographer 
shoot? Pictures that tell a story are 
among the best. And that means informal 
shots of your friends and their dogs as 
they’re starting out on a trip, when 
they’re waiting in their blinds for the

HEN a vacuum-cleaner salesman 

W rings your doorbell to give you 

a demonstration of what his ma- 
chine will do, his usual procedure is to 
empty a bag-full of dust onto your rug 
and then show you how quickly he can 
clean it away. 

That’s good sales-demonstration proce- 
dure. It must be—you bought the vac- 
uum cleaner, didn’t you? But hold on, 
there—you don’t have to empty a bag- 
full of dust onto your rug every time you 
vacuum it. You’ve been sold on what the 
machine can do; the demonstration is 
over. Now let’s put that cleaner to work.

ple who were buying the vacuum clean- 
ers were still dumping the bags-full of 
dust onto their rugs. Instead of using 
their new tool, they were still repeating 
the salesman’s startling trick of demon- 
stration. 

But cheer up, mother. You can unlock 
that china cabinet now. Speedflash pho- 
tography has come of age. Photographers 
have quit playing with their new light; 
now they’re putting it to work. If you 
don’t believe me, look at these photo- 
graphs, all taken from among the prize- 
winners in the all-time first speedlight 
photography contest, recently sponsored 
by the Amglo Corporation of Chicago, 
manufacturers of speedlight lamps. 

The judges in that contest were G. L. 
Bennett, president, Green Briar Camera 
Club, Chicago; Harry Shigeta, FPSA, 
M. Ph., prominent photographer, and sa- 
lon judge; Robert L. McIntyre, technical 
editor of Poputar PuHotocrapHy; A. F. 
Henninger, president of the Amglo Cor- 
poration; and myself. 

I can tell you frankly that I accepted 
the assignment with considerable reserve. 





I anticipated having to wade through an 
endless accumulation of pictures without 
imagination, pictures echoing what had 
already been done better by Edgerton.

all he can handle in child photography. 

Recently Hatch has branched out into 
the more lucrative field of magazine 
photography, and has sold stories to Col- 
lier’s and ’47, among other magazines. 

Marion Hatch has an ideal background 
for photography. First of all, he had 
“picture sense.” His father had been an 
artist, and he, too, dabbled with paint- 
ing. Then his work with newspapers had 
given him much experience with photo- 
graphs themselves. The second factor in 
his favor was a keen sense of mathe- 
matics—and an ability to translate fiz- 
ures, charts, and words into action. For 
this reason, the pamphlets, books, and 
magazines he read were sufficient to teach 
him most of his considerable knowledge 
of photography. (An article from Popular 
Photography, April, 1941, “Manual of 
Correct Exposure,” taught him “every- 
thing there is to know about exposure’). 

After he had received $568 from one 
day’s shooting of children, however, he 
decided to see what the experts could 
teach him, and he enrolled for courses in 
Elementary and Color photography at the 
School of Modern Photography in New 
York. He learned enlarging when a 
friend bought an Omega DII enlarger, 
which he still uses. He did his own de- 
veloping and contact printing from the 
beginning—by following manufacturers’ 
directions—and improving through con- 
stant investigation on his own from ma- 
terial which he read. The Army Manual 
of Photography was a good source as 
well as Morgan and Lester’s “Graphic 
Graflex Photography.” 

Hatch’s rules for successful commercial 
child photography are: 

1. Pick out a wealthy family. 

2. Take as many poses as you can; each 
one is money in your pocket. 

3. Shoot from 9 a.m. to 6 or 8 p.m. 

4. Show sample books in various sizes 
—8x10, 11x14, 16x20. The family may 
want more than one. 

5. Show proofs only as contact prints 
marked for cropping; it'll save you time 
and money. 

Recently Hatch decided that the real 
money was in doing the unusual, and that 
the most unusual thing in photography is 
to combine action with color. Action, 
he says, is one thing which the photog- 
rapher can get that the artist cannot get. 
And color makes the picture infinitely 
more exciting. So, he took his mathe- 
matical mind to Parker and Young, 
manufacturers of electronic flash units, 
and learned how to use the lights for both 
color and black-and-whites. (The pic- 
ture with this article was taken with 
speedlights. Hatch shot from the floor 
with his 314x414 Speed Graphic set at 
f 16, using two lights in 14-inch reflectors.) 

The first color shots he made with a 
speedlight were done at the Savoy Ball- 
room. The first day’s shooting was all 
wrong; the second resulted in 70 to 80 
good Kodachromes. With such fast suc- 
cess, Hatch is well on his way.

infrared-sensitive plates. A No. 87 (deep 
red) filter is placed over the lens and 
illumination is supplied by the two John- 
son Ventlites or Westinghouse infrared 
lamps. The lens board is racked out 
slightly to compensate for the longer 
focus of the infrared ray. 
Ultraviolet photography 

The value of ultraviolet photography 
lies in the fluorescing properties of chem- 
ically different materials when exposed to 
ultraviolet light. One of its most im- 
portant applications is in the disclosure of 
chemically eradicated ink writing. 

A forger will often obtain a harmless

handwritten letter from a wealthy person 
and chemically eradicate all of the ink 
writing above the signature. He will then 
type in a promissory note above the genu- 
ine signature and present it to his in- 
tended victim for payment. In these 
cases, an ultraviolet photograph usually 
will reveal the presence of the chemically 
erased writing and show the document to 
be fraudulent. Though ink eradicator 
skillfully used removes all visible traces 
of ink writing, many inks contain iron 
which permeates into the fibers of the 
paper and is not usually removed by the 
chemical process. Ultraviolet 
light will cause the iron left in the paper 
to fluoresce thereby revealing the con- 
tents of the original writing. 

Occasionally an eradicated ink will not 
fluoresce under the ultraviolet light, but 
the chemicals in the eradicator probably 
will fluoresce to indicate that the docu- 
ment has been tampered with. Similarly, 
ultraviolet light often will reveal the 
presence of stains or fingerprints on doc- 
uments, and it is frequently used to dis- 
tinguish between sheets of paper of 
different composition. 

Many unusual photographic experi- 
ments may be performed with the use of 
ultraviolet light. Not only documents, 
but other objects react in an interesting

and sometimes startling manner to ultra- 
violet rays, and the amateur is indeed 
fortunate who has access to one of these 
“black lights.” No special equipment 
other than the light is necessary. When 
making this type of photograph, exclude 
all visible light, and if only one ultra- 
violet unit is available, it is usually ad- 
visable to “paint” the object with 
ultraviolet light. The exposure for this 
type of photograph will probably have to 
be determined by the trial and error 
method. 

Our ultraviolet light photographs are 
taken with the Folmer & Schwing camera 
using Commercial Ortho film. Ilumina- 
tion is supplied by various ultraviolet 
light units which cause fluorescence on 
different wavelengths of the ultraviolet 
band. In this way, materials that will not 
fluoresce on one wavelength may do so 
on another by changing the source of

ultraviolet illumination. Mercury vapor, 
cold light, and incandescent ultraviolet 
lights are used to serve this purpose. 


Transmitted light photographs 


Transmitted light pictures are often of 
inestimable aid to the document exam- 
iner. They are taken with the illumina- 
tion directed through the document, and 
when accompanied by magnification, of- 
ten reveal the delicate patchings char- 
acteristic of many forgeries. Watermarks 
in paper can likewise be shown. 

When photographs are taken by this 
method, our special object board is re- 
placed with two sheets of optical glass 
between which the document is placed. It 
is then possible to throw a light through 
the document from the rear. The light 
source is placed behind and at a sufficient 
distance from the document so as not to 
cause a “hot spot” on the photograph. 

Side-lighted photographs 

A strong side light played on docu- 
ments often reveals depressions or inden- 
tations from matter written on the sheet 
above. Side-lighted photographs, shown 
in court in a famous stuffed ballot box 
case, proved conclusively that a number 
of ballots had been marked illegally. The 
photographs disclosed “ghost marks” or 
embossings caused by ballots’ being 
marked while in stacks instead of one 
ballot at a time. They could not have 
occurred if the ballots were marked 
separately by the individual voters. 

This type of picture also played a vital 
part in convicting an extortion suspect

sulfide or potassium thiocyanate crystals 
acidified with hydrochloric acid. In the 
latter treatment, the retrieved writing 
takes on a reddish hue but fades quickly, 
so that it is necessary to photograph the 
document as soon as possible after treat- 
ment. A non-red-sensitive film such as 
Commercial Ortho is used for this pur- 
pose to increase the contrast in the re- 
stored writing. 

A suspicious typewritten document is 
often enlarged under a test plate bearing 
ruled lines. This test plate is designed 
so that if a document was typed under 
normal circumstances, letter falls 
into a separate square. If there has been 
an addition or interlineation, the letters 
will not fall exactly within the squares 
but will be intersected by the grid lines 
of the test plate. This demonstrates con- 
clusively that new typing was added.

is constantly the aim of newspaper pho- 
tographers. An example of achieving this 
is shown in picture No. 8. The idea be- 
hind this picture was to get spontaneous 
facial expression by squirting the girls 
with a charged seltzer bottle. No one 
was told what would happen except the 
girl with the siphon. They were told to 
examine the siphon bottle, and when the 
reaction to the spray was at its peak, the 
photographer made his shot. The light- 
ing problem in this picture was to show 
the spray effectively. To do this it was 
important first that a back light be used, 
and second, that the spray be silhouetted 
against a dark background. 

This particular photograph was made 
with two ultra-speed flash units which 
stop action at approximately 1/5000 sec- 
ond. Two cross backlights were placed 
high and just out of camera range on the 
extreme right and left of the picture area. 
One front light was placed above and 
slightly to the left of the camera. The 
picture could have been made by syn- 
chronized flash at the fastest shutter 
speed with two flashbulbs, one at camera, 
and the other as a high backlight, but the 
action could not have been frozen so 
completely. However, it still would have 
been an effective shot. 

The newspaper photographers’ advice 
to the amateur, based on experience with 
innumerable routine assignments of a 
“small talk” nature, is that attention- 
getting pictures can be made if the am- 
ateur will use ingenuity in posing, 


lighting, and the use of properties which 
help his subject to be natural.

move or change while you are making an 
exposure. 

Some natural history exhibits are ar- 
ranged to give you that feeling of being 
out-of-doors in the natural environments 
or habitats of the birds and animals. The 
foregrounds are exactly reproduced in 
the flora of the type of country being 
portrayed, and with painted backgrounds 
blending both together as one, the eye 
is led with clever tricks of perspective 
|into a fantastically real “distance.” The 
| lights in these cases are designed to sim- 

ulate, for the scene exhibited, a quality 
of illumination “realistically evening,” 
| “early morning,” or even “moonlit in at- 
mosphere.” To provide these dramatic 
lighting effects it is necessary in today’s 
modern museums that all daylight be ex- 
cluded from such exhibit groups. You 
have many problems in exposure to work 
out, and it is here your meter must be 
relied upon fully. Don’t distrust the 
readings; a few exposures will convince 
you, especially in color. 

Modern lighting arrangements in muse- 
ums generally feature the new fluorescent 
lights which in themselves are difficult 
enough to work with. These lights give 
more illumination to the subject matter; 
that is, they bring out all details of the 
birds and animals being displayed. But 
the quality of the lighting is cut down 
considerably when compared to the older 
types of tungsten lamps. Thus, a much 
longer exposure is required and it is one 
harder to calculate accurately. To secure 
all details in a habitat group, for instance, 
so that foreground and background blend 
together as one, it is necessary to close 
the lens down and thereby increase your 
exposure. This can be done easily in 
museum photography. With a tripod and 
a subject that will always hold its pose, 
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your only care, actually, is to see that 
some of the other visitors, in passing, do 
not trip against the tripod while the ex- 
posure is being made. And this will hap- 
pen if one is not continuously on the 
alert; the photographer always draws a 
crowd, even in museums. 

One of your primary concerns will be 
the proper placing of the camera in order 
to eliminate all reflections from your pic- 
ture when photographing any subject in 
an exhibit case. The reflections from the 
view-glass in front of the group you are 
working on, reflections from other nearby 
cases, illuminated labels, reflections from 
the subjects themselves, overhead lights, 
and many others—all seem to be in con- 
spicuous evidence when arranging your 
composition. As it is obviously not pos- 
sible for any lights to be turned off while 
the museum is open to the public, each 
angle of view will have to be worked out 
for itself; no two exhibits will be the 
same or present the same problems. How- 
ever, the use of a polarizing filter, in some 
cases, will help to remove some undesir- 
able reflections. And if your camera is 
equipped with a groundglass or can be 
equipped with a finder that will show 
you exactly what you are getting in the 
picture, your problem of reflections, and 
also composition, will be much simplified. 

More and more photographers are dis- 
covering that our museums of today pre 
sent much in the way of suitable subjects 
for color photographs. Color films require 
the most exact meter readings for expo- 
sure as the latitude of color film is negli- 
gible in this type of work. Try to ascertain 
the type of lighting used in the exhibit 
you are about to photograph. If tungsten 
lamps are used, the tungsten-type color 
film is indicated; but if the new fluores- 
cent lights are illuminating the case, use 
regular or daylight type film with proper 
compensating filters for a better color in 
your transparencies. 

It will not be an easy matter for you to 
get all the color you see in a museum

“Write a script?” you say. “Why 
should I write a script? In the first 
place, I’m shooting on 8 mm film, and you 
can’t put a sound track on 8 mm. And in 
the second place,” you add, getting a lit- 
red in the face, “I’m shooting my 
home movies for fun, not for theater 
showing. Even if I had time to spare, I 
wouldn’t have the money to invest in put- 
ting a sound track on my pictures.” 

Now your voice is rising a bit. “And 
suppose I do start shooting on 16 mm. 
How can you justify the cost of making 
a sound track for the movies I make? 
Phooey to that! Ill just tell the folks 
what they’re looking at, and put that ex- 
tra money into more film. It’s the film 
that costs in this movie-making, you 
know.” 

So now, with you all irritated at me 
and everything, I’d better explain just 
what I meant by saying that you should 
write your script first. I meant just that: 
write your script before you run a foot 
of film through your camera. It makes 
no difference whether you plan to put a 
sound track on the picture, or whether 
ou plan to run it once for Aunt Martha 
and then put it back in the can forever.

ducer of professional 16 mm films. One afternoon when 

we were seated in his projection room and had just fin- 
ished watching the first run of a twenty minute film just com- 
pleted by the firm, he turned to me and said, 

“lll bet I can take any two reel amateur film you’ve ever 
made and cut one hundred feet out of it, and you'll never 
know the difference!” 

I have too much respect for Joe as a film editor to take 
him up on such a bet because I know that he probably could 
do just what he said he could. But that remark did open an 
opporturity for a discussion on some fine points of editing 
movie films. 

We might compare movie editing to surgery. A perfect job 
removes unnecessary parts, matches the remainder, and or- 
ganizes the whole into a harmonious and smooth running pro- 
duction. You might call movie editing “ciné surgery.” 

Too many home movie makers regard the problem of editing 
as simply a job of cutting out and throwing away all the bad 
lengths of film, including under- and overexposures, side

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flashes, excessive movement, and other elementary faults. The 
elimination of such defects is necessary in making a good fin- 
ished picture—just as assembling the subject matter in prope: 
order is essential. However, after we pass this elementary 
stage, we are ready to use some of the refinements routinel; 
used by professional movie makers, such as Joe Farmer, bu 
often never known to amateurs. Two such refinements in 
ciné surgery came up for discussion with Joe Farmer. 

The first refinement deals with a simple method of obtaining 
continuity of action through a series of several scenes. The 
second refinement deals with a simple method of implying a 
complete story by showing only the essential steps. 

Assuming that we’ve exposed enough film on a particular 
scene to have something to edit, we are ready to begin. Of 
course, if we have only one long shot and no way to shoot 
any more, that about settles the matter. But if we’ve made 
several shots from different angles and distances, we’re all set 
to do a really elegant job of editing. 

First, eliminate all the bad photography that you can (all of

Write a Seript 
First 
(Continued from page 117) 


It’s just good business practice, and sound 
movie practice, to write your script first. 

Let me offer proof. 

You say, the film costs money when 
you're shooting home movies? All right, 
your script will save film—lots of film. 
You say youre making your pictures 
simply for the amusement and pleasure 
of your immediate friends. All right, 
they'll all enjoy your pictures more if 
you've written a script. It may seem like 
a lot of extra trouble, but it really isn't. 
Actually, preparing a shooting script is 
one of the most entertaining and satisfy- 
ing parts of the whole movie-making 
business. 

Just forget the word “script,” if you 
want. Call it a “plan.” You’ve been told 
many a time to plan your pictures before 
you start. Well, the only real plan is a 
script. You may think you can carry it 
in your head, but you can’t... that is, 
you can’t carry it there without dropping 
a lot of loose change which might just as 
well have stayed in your pocket. 

A commercial producer once undertook 
a film for a civic organization in the city 
where he operated. Because of one hur- 
dle after another, he decided to go ahead 
with the shooting of his picture, and then 
write the scenario at editing time. He 
knew the exact type of picture he was t? 
make, he knew generally what ingredi- 
ents were to be included in its composi- 
tion, he knew all the names of the agen- 
cies which were to be covered. 

With all that information, you would 
think that anyone could go ahead and 
shoot his picture and say “fooie” to a 
script. This producer is an expert cam- 
eraman, a conscientious craftsman, an! a 
canny lad when it comes to disbursing 
funds. Yet with all his skill and all his 
“in-the-head-planning,” he found, when 
he totaled the footage, that he had shot 
close to 10,000 feet of Kodachrome in or- 
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“ONLY.

der to make a 16-minute completed pic- 
ture. Figure that out for yourself. At 
36 feet to the minute, his completed pic- 
ture required a total of less than 600 feet 
of film. He shot 10,000 feet to get 600. 

Not all of that footage can be charged 
against the lack of a script, of course. 
Every careful industrial producer shoots 
many scenes repeatedly in order to get 
the exact picture he wants. If the expo- 
sure is poor, he has to throw it away in- 
stead of merely apologizing to his friends 
for an oversight. And if the light is bad, 
and the scene must be shot on a gamble, 
the chances are always good that it will 
have to be shot many times again. Those 
are normal hazards in the life of an in- 
dustrial producer; he exvects them and 
he plans his shooting schedules and op- 
erating structure to accommodate them. 
But even those known hazards will not 
account for the 10,000 feet of film. More 
than half of it was due to “shooting wild.” 
Because this result is almost inevitable, 
few producers voluntarily shoot wild. 
They know that it is costly, and need- 
lessly so. But the home movie maker, be- 
cause his costs are rarely accounted for in 
a breakdown, doesn’t see how his own 
wild shooting adds dollars to his expense 
while at the same time it reduces the 
quality and interest of his product. 

Suppose you are going to tell the story 
of a day in the life of your little boy. 
Some of it will be “inspired” material, 
happening once in the twinkling of an 
eye and never happening again, and this 
of course you must photograph as it oc- 
curs. But a few moments of reflection 
will tell you that the bulk of your little 
boy’s day is easily predictable. He arises 
at a certain time, he has a bath at a defi- 
nite hour, he eats on schedule, plays be- 
tween schedules, has his naps when the 
clock says he must, and finally retires at 
an established time. Probably 80 per cent 
or even more of your movie can be 
planned in advance. 

Let’s walk through the house and see 
how this planning can be reduced to 
script form. First will be his arising. The 
bed is in its regular place in the bedroom, 
so let’s take a look at the setup. Can you 
get your lights around the bed just right, 
or shall we pull it out into the room a 
little more? Do you want to open with a 
closeup of the baby sleeping, or do you 
want to catch him as he stands up in the 
bed and begins to shout his happiness to 
the world? 

Okay, whichever way you decide is 
fine, except—let’s write it down: 

“Scene 1—Closeup Baby Sleeping in 
Crib.” Alongside the scene description 
you can leave space to make a rough 
drawing of your light placement and your 
camera setting. Then let’s decide how 
much footage you need to run. If the lit- 
tle fellow is exceptionally cute as he 
wakes, or makes some unexpectedly wry 
face, you'll want to keep on “rolling” un- 
til you have it all. But if it is a normal 
awakening, why not decide how much of 
it you need to show in order to make 
your point: that it is morning and the 
baby is awakening to start his day? 

The best way to do this is to decide 
what must be said in explanation while 
the picture is on the screen. If you are

going to say simply, “A few moments past 
dawn, and Jimmy awakens,” then a cou- 
ple of feet will suffice. If you are shooting 
16 mm at 24 frames a second, sound 
speed, you can estimate about four words 
per foot and not miss it too far. To be 
certain that you have sufficient footage 
for your needs, however, it will be wise 
to run film through your projector and 
read a few paragraphs from a newspaper. 
See for sure how many feet of film you 
require to cover 100 words. Stop reading 
and start again at each change of scene, 
or you will mislead yourself; a film al- 
ways is described in terms of what ap- 
pears on the screen now, not what was 
there a second ago or what will be there 
in another moment. 

Here is a sample page from one of my 
scripts, with spoken commentary follow- 
ing each scene in italics: 


Main Title: OPERATION INFANCY. 

Title B: Junior Faces Life (Portia Would 
Drop Dead). 

Title C: Photographed on the fly—by His 
Old Man and Mom. 

Scene 1. High angle medium shot of 
Junior peacefully asleep in his bed. 
Camera is placed about level with top 
of doorway. Peaceful, isn’t it? Look at 
the little fellow sleeping there so quiet- 
ly—gathering strength for the coming 
day. 

Scene 2. Cut to extreme closeup of alarm 
clock. 6 am. Six a.m., and all is 
well... 

Scene 3. Cut to closeup of father sleep- 
ing soundly, twitching his nose to 
frighten away a vagrant fly. Father is 
closing a big deal with a big operator. 

Scene 4. Cut to closeup of mother, also 
sleeping peacefully. She smiles gently 
as a happy dream twinkles by. Mother 
is thinking of that cute rejoinder she 
made to the butcher when he quoted 
the price of beef. 

Scene 5. Cut to long shot of baby bed as 
seen across one of the adult beds. 
Mother is shown, still asleep, as camera 
is angled to avoid picking up bed which 
father should be occupying (but which 
he can’t occupy and shoot the picture 
at the same time). And Junior... 
well, Junior has dreamed all the 
dreams, and counted all the sheep that 
he has any intention of counting. 

Scene 6. Cut to low angle closeup of 
Junior rising to peer above edge of bed, 
opening his mouth to shout, and begin- 
ning to bang on the bed rail with a tin 
trumpet, very battered. For Junior, the 
day has begun. 

Scene 7. Cut to high angle closeup of 
mother’s bed. She jumps, burrows her 
head under the covers, then sits up and 
stares, glassy-eyed. Oops! Now you'll 
never remember that nifty you said to 
the butcher, will you, Mom, and... 
(pause as action progresses on screen). 

Scene 8. Cut to closeup of dad’s bed. 
(Mother now is shooting the scene.) 
Dad lunges awake like a harpooned 
whale, sitting stiffly erect and banging 
his head smartly against the bedstead. 
O-o-o-h . .. (cued to banging of head 
by dad). . . . Watch out, Pop. Yow'll 
want to use that head again today. At 
any rate... 


Scene 9. Cut to closeup, full face, of 
Junior looking straight into camera and 
giving with his best smile (if you can 
coax him to perform). Junior is awake 
—and Operation Infancy is underway 
once more! 

Scene 10. Fadeout (if camera will make 
a fadeout. If not, kill all lights pro- 
gressively while camera is grinding to 
make the equivalent effect of a face), 


After you have determined what your 
descriptive pace is, plan your footage to 
cover your narration amply, but no more 
unless the subject matter demands it. 
You will be amazed at how many feet 
of film you will save by shooting only 
enough to cover the necessary explana- 
tion for the scene. And there is no way 
to arrive at this figure except by actually 
writing down the words you will need to 
make an adequate description. 

When scene one is worked out in your 
mind, including the camera angle and the 
narration, move to scene two. Bear scene 
one in mind, because it is here that your 
script pays off with another important 
dividend. It gives you an opportunity to 
plan your angles for variety of approach 
and variety of placement. If you opened 
with a closeup, then plan a longer shot 
for the next scene. Give your audience a 
chance to find out where they are, then 
come in on the next shot, if feasible, to 
show them more clearly what is happen- 
ing. This business of varying angles is 
all old stuff, of course, and you natural'y 
practice it if your films are anything more 
than the most accidental kind of hodge- 
podge. But when you put things down on 
your script, including a rough drawinz 
of your camera angles, you have an op- 
portunity to survey the entire picture 
from the start before you begin to shoot. 
You can detect a monotony of angle be- 
fore it is too late. You can plan some- 
thing fresh to compensate for common- 
place angles which, for one reason or 
another, are unavoidable. 

You won’t be able to use the exact 
angle you have planned each time, be- 
cause there will be variables and unpre- 
dictable factors in each scene; but your 
plan will have given you a starting point, 
and your narration will have told you 
how far it needs to be carried until it has 
told all the story you need to tell. Carry 
this process through the next picture you 
make. Literally make the picture twice: 
once in your mind, as you plan and write 
down the script, and once as the camera 
rolls. Then compare the finished product 
with similar films which have been shot 
wild. Notice how your editing fits into 
place, because each scene has_ been 
planned to fit into the preceding and fol- 
lowing scenes. Notice how smooth the 
picture flows, how clearly it tells the 
story. Even if you never open your mouth 
while the picture is on the screen, your 
audience will be reaping the benefit o! 
the thought you gave to the planning. 
And if your picture is a good one, if the 
action is worth seeing at all, it is surely 
worth seeing completely—and that means, 
with narration to fill in where the camera 
misses. 

When this time comes, you can set 4 
reading lamp beside the projector with

long shot to last about six or eight sec- 
onds on the screen, we hunt for a place 
on the film in which the position of moth- 
er’s hands is the same as at the beginning 
of the medium shot. We cut the films 
at these spots and splice them together. 
Now we match the action in the same way 
between the medium shot and the close- 
up. We have to be more careful here be- 
cause the closeup will magnifiy the action, 
and because, in such close shooting the 
hands will move considerably between 
each frame. But our care is worth the 
effort when we see the smooth flowing 
action on the screen. 

Let’s pause here a moment and analyze 
the difference between the editing we’ve 
just done and the same film unedited. If 
the cuts have been made in just the right 
places, our audience will never realize 
that they have seen three different shots. 
They will simply have a satisfied feeling 
that they have acquired complete knowl- 
edge of a moment in the baby’s day. But, 
on the other hand, if we simply hook the 
three scenes together, without this deli- 
cate trick of ciné surgery, our audience 
will have the uncomfortable feeling either 
that they are seeing baby washed three 
times or that the baby washing scenes are 
much too long and tiresome. 

The same refined technique can be ap- 
plied to almost any scenes of action that 
we record. It can be much more elab- 
orate than described. Where the script 
indicates, we can not only move in from 
a long shot to a closeup, but we also can 
move out again as well. There are end- 
less other variations such as putting in 
several different closeups after that im- 


| portant first one which matches the longer 





shot. But we must always remember 
when cutting from a longer shot to a 
closer one, or vice-versa, to be sure to 
match the movements and position of the 
moving objects if we want a professional- 
ly smooth job. 

The second refinement in ciné surgery 
discussed by Joe Farmer allows movie 
makers to imply complete action without 
actually showing each detail of the ac- 
tion. Implying complete action involves 
good photography and good editing. That 
means that you will have to make enough 
pictures to allow good editing to be done 
at home. 

Two basic principles should be followed 
in implying complete action. First, use a 
series of short scenes to depict the essen- 
tial steps in the action. Second, punctuate 
these scenes by closeups of the people or 
machinery involved. 

For example, in making a film of the 
construction of a rather remarkable hous- 
ing project, there were so many long oper- 
ations that had to be shown that, if filmed 
completely, would have required several 
hours for projection. This film actually 
was condensed to thirty minutes screen 
time by photographing only the essential 
steps, and by using closeups frequently to 
imply action. 

As an example, there was one sequence 
in which the operator of a small derrick

| showing scenes of attaching the cable, lift- 
| ing and swinging the pipe, then placing 
| it in the ditch, the essential steps were 
recorded. The remainder of the action 
was then implied by inserting several 
| closeups of the operator as he manipu- 
lated the controls of the derrick. 
| Actually, both photography and editing 
were involved in preparing this success- 
ful sequence. The cameraman was in- 
structed to get a lot of closeups of the 


men at work on the job. Besides shooting | 


the pipe-laying operation, he brought in 
several good closeups of the crane opera- 
tor at various stages in the operation. The 
sequence was then made, and closeups 
were spliced in at suitable points. The 
final action consisted of a long shot show- 
ing the workmen putting the cable around 
| the pipe, lifting the pipe, a medium shot 
_ of the crane, next a closeup of the opera- 
tor, then another long shot of the pipe 
swinging in air, then another closeup of 
the operator, a long shot of the pipe de- 
scending into the ditch, and a final shot 
of workmen placing the pipe in position. 
Altogether it ran about twenty seconds. 

The effect on the audience is this. In 
the first long shots and medium shots the 
general surroundings are established and 
the action started. Now if we insert a 
five second closeup of the operator fol- 
lowed by a shot of the pipe high in air, 
our audience assumes that while it was 
looking at the closeup, the pipe moved 
the distance from the ground to where 
they saw it the second time. We have 
only to show a few seconds of the pipe 
in this position to imply that things are 
still moving along before we cut in an- 
other closeup of our operator. This time 
the closeup need last only three seconds 
since our audience is now thoroughly ac- 
quainted with him. The final shot of the 
adjusting of the pipe completes the ac- 
| tion. 

This is a mighty useful editing trick for 
two reasons. It enables us to condense 
a lot of action into a minimum of film, 
thus speeding the tempo of our movies. 

Notice, the next time you see a pro- 
fessional movie, how constantly this de- 
vice is used. You can profitably intro- 

| duce this useful trick of ciné surgery into 
| your own movies. 

So with these two useful subtle tricks of 
advanced editing, namely, continuity of 
action by splicing so that the end of one 

| scene resembles the beginning of the next, 
| and implying complete action by showing 
| essential steps punctuated with numerous 
closeups, your movies will take on more 
and more of that professional finish. 

Yes, Joe Farmer is probably right. A 
hundred feet of film could be cut from 
most full length amateur films, and not 
only would the maker and audience be 
unaware of the changes, but the results 
would run faster and smoother. Joe 
Farmer can do it, and you can do it, too, 
provided you follow some of the tricks 
used by professionals, such as those de- 
| scribed in this article. Your patient is

N THE previous one of these discus- 

sions, I had something to say about 
anticipations in the way of photographic 
adventures; in the one before that, some- 
thing about realizations. This time I am 
going to straighten things out a bit and 
discuss the ways and means of building 
up anticipations and of then turning them 
into realizations; in other words, some- 
thing about the planning of pictures. 

This can take in a lot of territory, all 
the way from the complete pencil sketch, 
from which it is possible to build up a 
still life or table top, a figure study, or 
even some aspects of a portrait pose, 
through to no plan at all. The ordinary 
run of landscape and outdoor work with 
which I feel the most familiar falls in be- 
tween these two extremes. In this type 
of work, the difficulties in the way of 
moving rivers, trees, lakes, mountains, 
sand dunes, snow drifts, and buildings 
—of placing your light source exactly as 
you might want it, rather preclude the 
thoroughly planned and sketched out 
landscape. The result is that most of 
those interested in that sort of thing go 
to the other extreme by simply heading 
for territory where they think there 
might be picture possibilities and hoping 
that these pictures automatically will 
make themselves known. The results, if 
any, are apt to be disappointing. 

There is another way to go about it, 
and that is to go out with a plan. This 
does not mean a fully conceived composi- 
tion, but some thoughts on the type of 
subject matter that will best fit the 
season, the atmospheric conditions, the 
territory in prospect, or any other cir- 
cumstances which might have an influ- 
ence on the day’s photography. This 
should be fairly specific, something more 
definite than: “There is snow on the 
ground, today is the day for snow pic- 
tures.” Perhaps some illustrations out 
of actual experiences would best serve to 
convey the idea I have in mind. 

The first of these is a double affair in 
that the original plan was unset by the 
weather, and when I stopped to consider 
what a waste of time and film was in- 
volved in the continuation of that plan, 
a new plan was evolved to fit the situa- 
tion and acceptable results were obtained. 
The scene was Nantucket, Mass., noted 
for its beautiful, unspoiled early nine- 
teenth century houses. The first plan 
was to attempt to capture on film some of 
the spirit of this architecture. Such a 
project called for bright sunlight to bring 
out the form and texture of the buildings 
by means of highlights and shadows. That 
morning there was fog! After I had made 
enough attempts to realize how hopeless 
the situation was, I stopped to think 
things over and see if the day could be 
salvaged photographically. “What sort of

pictures can be taken in a fog? Why, fog 
pictures, of course. Where would one go 
to get fog pictures? To the waterfront 
among the docks and boats as somehow 
there is an association between boats and 
fog.” By acting on this thought an/1 
changing the plans completely, I was able 
to make use of the fog instead of bemoan- 
ing it. (I let the fog horn do that.) Now 
the fog was helpful. Before it had been 


a hindrance. The best pictures of the day 
were made by planning the type of pic- 
ture to make the best use of the weather 
conditions offered. 

On a Sunday morning a few hours were 
available for a run out to the dunes for

fictures. Driving time both ways left 
little for actual picture hunting. If any- 
thing was to be accomplished, it had to be 
according to a plan, and driving out gave 
me the time to formulate such a plan. It 
was early September, a windy day with 
good clouds. The coarse grass common 
in the dunes would have heavy seed 
heads. The wind would blow clumps of 
grass together giving unity of stem direc- 
tion and good massing against the sky. 
With this specific objective, it was possi- 
ble to find something worth while. One 
of the resulting prints has a modest salon 
record. Without the plan, probably noth- 
ing of value would have been found. 

Autumn in the woods means color, 
which is difficult to capture effectively in 
monochrome. It also means fallen leaves. 
One photographic expedition was keyed 
to the idea of fallen leaves at the base of 
the tree trunk or on the surface of a 
creek. This last gave an opportunity for 
close work on patterns formed by the 
bright colored leaves against the dark 
creek bed. With this specific project in 
mind, pictures were found. Without it, 
I am afraid that film would have been 
wasted on color which would have failed 
to come through. 

The illustration accompanying this col- 
umn is another example of the work-ng 
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out of a plan. I happen to live a short 
distance from the Lake Michigan shore 
line where several short breakwaters 
project from the beach. I had been watch- 
ing the weather for several weeks one 
winter, and when I thought things were 
right I went to the beach with the specific 
objective of shooting some ice-covered 
pilings in the breakwaters. Out of halfa 
dozen negatives exposed in an hour or so, 
two produced prints. with excellent salon 
records. “An Outpost of Winter” shown 
on the preceding page is one, the other 
picture was “Ice Caps” used to illus- 
trate a lesson on composition in this 
column in the April 1947 issue of PopuLAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY. 

Another instance was a mid-March 
visit to some woods. Isolated patches 
of old snow and thawing temperatures 
made ‘it appear that to get anything 
worth while would be a minor miracle. 
A plan was formulated to make the most 
of the conditions as they existed. The 
theme of the day was the first mur- 
muring notes of the prelude to spring as 
sung by a creek that traversed these 
particular woodlands. It is astonishing 
how much pleasure can be derived from 
the pursuit of an objective like this when 
you have it clearly in mind, how much 
more satisfaction there is over just aim- 
lessly roaming around under difficult 
conditions hoping that something auto- 
matically will make itself known. I have 
not yet fully worked out the possibilities 
of the negatives obtained that day, but I 
believe that I will have something good 
in my final prints. 


One of the best aids in laying plans of 
this type is familiarity with the territory 
involved. It is somewhat more difficult 
to plan for totally unfamiliar places. After 
several efforts along certain lines and in 
certain places, the “almost” pictures be- 
gin to show you the possibilities that can 
be captured the next time. By repeating 
and improving, you have excellent plans 
ready-made for you. In spite of the suc- 
cess of the “ice on the pilings” idea, I 
have repeated it several times and finally 
came up with another print on a slightly 
different theme which was shot from a 
position within a few feet of where “Out- 
post” was shot. This new one has had 
an even more successful career. It is not 
a bad idea to have a good collection of 
hopes or anticipations like my own list 
given in last month’s column. Items out 
of such a list are easily developed into 
good, specific hunting or shooting plans 
to act on when opportunity offers.—fe

the negative image is thin and underex- 
posed; weak, if the image is dense an 
overexposed. 

Then the film passes through the bleac! 
and clearing baths which destroy the de 
veloped silver of this negative image, 
but do not affect the undeveloped silver 
halides carrying the just-exposed positive 
image. The film is then led into the sec 
ond developer where the final, positive 
image is developed. In this section the 
film is constantly exposed to a weak red 
light, which tends to intensify the ex- 
posure received by the residual silver 
which is being developed to form the 
final positive image. This action is auto- 
matically proportional to the exposure 
originally received by the film, as it de- 
pends upon the amount of residual silver 
left after the development and bleaching- 
out of the first image. 


If there is an overexposure, which pro- 
duced a dense negative image and left 
little residual silver for forming the re- 
versed positive, the action of the second 
exposing-light is to intensify the exposure 
received by the residual silver, and hence 
the density of the final positive image is 
intensified. 


The machine is simple to operate. 
Chemicals for the various solutions are 
supplied in pre-measured packages. The 
operator need only dissolve the contents 
of the packages in the specified amount of 
water, and in the order indicated by num- 
bers on the packages. Each package of 
chemicals provides sufficient solution to 
process 10,000 feet of film, after which the 
tanks are drained and fresh solutions 
mixed. When a fresh magazine of exposed 
film is put in place, all that is needed is 
to press the starting button. In a mat- 
ter of some minutes, the finished film will 
come off the machine, ready to project 
to the players. 


First application of the machine to grid- 
iron warfare study was made by the 
University of Southern California, Los 
Angeles. Coach Jeff Cravath agreed to 
the filming of a practice session. Camera- 
men shot the play from high up in the 
grandstand and also from the sidelines. 
They used magazines with 100 feet of film 
in each. When the magazines were com- 
pleted, they were rushed to the machine 
set up in the dressing rooms. There the 
film was run through the processing ma- 
chine with no time wasted. 

When the two elevens had finished the« 
first half of play, approximately 200 feet 
was ready for screening. By the time this 
was run off, another 100 feet was ready 
for showing. During the showing of the 
film, Cravath was able to pick out many 
flaws in play. If there was any partic- 
ular point shown in the film on which he 
wished to place emphasis, it was only 
necessary to have the projector reversed 
and the scene re-shown, or even held for 
a still. Through this visual history of the 
first half, Cravath said he and the play- 
ers were able to make many important 
corrections in their play during the sec- 
ond half.—Gaither Littrell.

He rechecked all his procedures, went 
back to the beach and reshot some of the 
pictures, had his meter recalibrated, 
changed his processing—and on the third 
retake discovered that the visor on his 
sun helmet, reflecting the sun directly 
into his lens, was providing him with an 
unsuspected green filter.

The caterpillars stuck to their nest, which 
was on a branch suspended from the ceil- 
ing, and weren’t even noticed by the 
maid. Then one day the maid waxed the 
floor, and the smell of the wax must have 
disturbed them, for they all came tum- 
bling out and lodged, wriggling and un- 
happy, in a gooey mess on the floor.

Tall story. An assignment to photo- 
graph a mural 30 feet high and 160 feet 
long, at Yale's Peabody Museum in New 
Haven, seemed routine to David Eisen- 
drath. But when he arrived, there was a 
tremendous dinosaur parked right in front 
of the mural. Technically, this posed no 
theoretical problems for David. He piled 
a couple of tables on top of each other, 
put a big ladder on the uppermost table, 
and on top of the ladder fixed a platform 
for his tripod. Then, shooting down over 
the dinosaur by means of the drop-front 
on his view camera, it looked like nothing 
but a job of acrobatics. But the whole 
rigging swayed, making long exposures 
impossible. So David fixed up a remote 
controi tripper for his shutter, climbed up, 
focused, cocked his shutter, pulled the 
slide, climbed down, waited for his circus- 
type rig to stop swaying, pressed the but- 
ton. Then he climbed up, put in the 
slide, climbed down, moved the rig sev- 
eral feet, and started all over again. We 
think that this technique is worth a mag- 
azine article all by itself, but we present 
it here in capsule form in case anyone 
else wants a quick solution of the prob- 
lem of shooting a mural over the back of 
a dinosaur. There's only one warning, 
and David presents it graphically in the

similar, were definite, outspoken, and 
well phrased. 

“Somebody apparently got the idea, not 
too long ago, that models were supposed 
to give the appearance of having been 
under water for a couple of weeks before 
they were photographed. With their 
deadpan, limp fish looks, many of the 
models appearing in current ads leave me 
with a feeling of wanting to race for great 
gulps of fresh air. 

“Were these stupid expressions that 
burden the faces of various models en- 
tirely the fault of the girls themselves, I 
would offer a suggestion that the present 
crop of models be dumped and an entire 
new lot hired. There is, unfortunately, a 
similarity among most of the models, but 
not so complete that a good photographer 
can’t hide these similarities with an aver- 
age employment of intelligence. The 
sooner photographers realize that the 
models are women and not alabaster per- 
sonalities, the more arresting fashion and 
glamour ads will be.” 

Huene strongly believes that too many 
fashion photographers are afraid to let 
their models look like beautiful women. 
They prefer to treat them as statues and 
in so doing lose whatever personality 
might be expressed in the girls’ faces. 
“Most of the time this ‘statue treatment’ 
is nothing but laziness. Any photogra- 
pher knows that floodlighting a face and 
letting the makeup take care of the mod- 
el’s personality is the easiest way to a 
pseudo-glamour shot. This opinion is 
shared by the girls who have been model- 
ing for a long time and who realize that 
such time-saving stunts as false eyelashes 
and a liberal application of lipstick cover 
up for their own laziness. Many of the 
models are under the impression that 
such phoney devices add to their beauty. 
I wonder who they think they are fooling. 
A good model should be herself and not 
try to look like the average concept of a 
model. But trying to get her to look 
natural is an entirely different matter. 
Many of the present high-priced photo- 
graphic lovelies have been so mishandled 
and improperly photographed by the ‘al- 
abaster look’ photographers that they 
naturally assume that every photographer 
they work for wants the same old ‘How 
bored can one be?’ expression. I’d much 
rather take an inexperienced model and, 
through a sensible lighting arrangement, 
bring out the freshness and charm of the 
girl, something that is nearly impossible 
with girls who have been modeling for 
three or four years. Too, with an inex- 
perienced model, one who hasn’t been 
mauled photographically, freshness can 
be brought out with even a basic lighting 
arrangement.” 

In the matter of lighting a subject, 
Huene takes a healthy clout at those pho- 
tographers who spend hours arranging 
their lights. “Any photographer should 
realize that for fashion shots the basic 
lighting arrangement never changes. One 
key light of no particular power or qual- 
ity; a background light dictated by the 
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ay in which you wish to highlight your 
ubject, and another light either above or 
elow your subject, depending upon the 
eatures of the subject to be emphasized, 
re all you need. 
“The only tough part in the entire 
shting setup is the decision as to what 
itt of the model should be accented. 
yme feature of the model must be ac- 
nted or a dull, flat, lifeless picture will 
e the result. I think the easiest way to 
cent is through use of a ‘dinky,’ using 
the small light as an artist would a shad- 
g pencil. I’ve found that with such a 
mp it is almost possible to ‘draw’ with 
sht. Too, to bring out the sparkle in the 
eves with light and not depend on the 
easily detected eye-sparkle created by the 
ush of a retoucher, a ‘dinky’ can’t be 
beaten. Its biggest advantage is that it 
can ‘draw’ a line of light without destroy- 
ing the image created by the balance of 
key lights and fill-in.

“I've found over years of long, hard 
experience that the best lighting arrange- 
ment for glamour or fashion shots is the 

mplest possible lighting. The simpler 
the lighting, the more true the photo- 

raph. Once you’ve established the light- 
ing setup, forget about it and concentrate 

n the subject. And whatever you do, 
ry to arrange your lighting scheme in a 

urry and not bore the model with light- 
ng details. With men you've really got 
nothing to worry about. Men don’t care 

bout looking handsome. Most of the 
ales that I’ve photographed have been 
gainst ‘glamour boy’ shots. The male 
ttitude being such, you don’t have to 
pend too much time on a lighting setup. 
\ctually, the more rugged the subject 
ppears the better he likes it. But with 
omen, if the lighting proves to be the 
ist bit unflattering you're liable to find 
urself picking pieces of tripod out of 
yur head where the irate female has 
laced them.” 

As simple as the lighting setup should 

e, it still takes care to find out the 

ecessary angles for simplicity. Huene 

iggests that the student fashion photog- 

ipher practice lighting arrangements on 

plaster cast.

discover the ways light travels over a face 
and how it can completely alter the fea- 
tures of the model. After the plaster cast 
light experiment has been completed and 
the various gradations of light recorded 
on a piece of paper, the student should 
start experimenting on mood pictures of 
old men or women, enhancing facial char 
acteristics through deft lighting.” 

On the matter of backgrounds for fash- 
ion shots, Huene claims that any back 
ground can be used as long as it doesn’t 
blend with the subject being photo- 
graphed and make it lifeless, and doesn’t 
interfere with the facial qualities of the 
model. By this Huene means that in many 
glamour or fashion shots, a flower placed 
in the background often looks as if it is 
growing out of the subject’s ear. The 
best background, claims Huene, is one 
that is shaded in darkness but still an 
intrinsic part of the picture. This is not 
as difficult to obtain as it sounds. “All 
the photographer has to do is exercise 
some ingenuity and care in the selection 
and creation of his backgrounds. What- 
ever you do, don’t make the backgrounds 
so arresting that they attract more atten- 
tion than the primary subject.” 

Following the work on the old men, 
Huene suggests (and it is probably one of 
the few suggestions that any student of 
any subject will readily accept) that the 
photographer make a series of “posture 
poses” of girls garbed in bathing suits. 

“Don’t kid yourself that making a series 
of pictures of girls in bathing suits is a 
very pleasant way to spend many hours. 
It’s tough work but very valuable. For 
the first time most young photographers 
realize the tremendous artistic value of 
good feminine posture. With nothing to 
lean upon during the beach photo session, 
both the girl and the photographer soon 
find that some of the over-exaggerated 
postures assumed by a model for fashion 
shots are completely unnatural. When 
the model tries to assume these poses at 
the beach, with nothing upon which to 
support herself, she can’t stand up. Re- 
member this when you pose the girl for a 
fashion shot, and you won’t wind up with 
one of the stupid stances that ruin other- 
wise decent pictures. 

“After the lighting experiments, the 
practice shots made of the plaster cast, 
the experiments with the old men, the 
selection of a new, sweet feminine face 
for a model and the series of bathing suit 
shots, I think that the student fashion 
photographer is ready to make his first 
shot. 

“Experiment with the texture of the 
gown your model is wearing before you 
decide on a picture. Arrange the girl un- 
der the basic lighting setup, making cer- 
tain that you bring out the ‘life’ in the 
cloth. Add accessories as necessary and 
you’re nearly ready to click the shutter. 
There’s just one more step that remains, 
and this final step separates, as it were, 
the amateurs from the masters. 

“It’s the composition of the picture. The 
camera originally was designed to cap- 
ture and retain some particularly strik- 
ing scene. Why forget about this use of 
the camera in the making of a photograph 
designed to sell a product? Your fashion 
photo, or any picture taken for use as an 
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ad. is only going to hold reader-attention 
if it is strikingly beautiful through natural 
simplicity. We've come right back to the 
business of the dismal expressions that 
blacken the otherwise beautiful faces of 

leading models. And again, it is not 
their fault but the fault of the photog- 
raphers. 

“T can’t understand why a photographer 
shouldn’t take a few minutes more during 
the course of a sitting, and get from his 
models the grace that only comes with 
being natural. One of the tricks that I’ve 
used is to have the model walk slowly 
around the area outlined by the lights. 
Watch her through the groundglass. Af- 
ter a couple of minutes of parading she’s 
bound to forget all that she might have 
learned in modeling school about ‘walk- 
ing like a lady.’ Then she'll start walking

and acting like any normal person. That’s 
the time to take your picture. Stop her 
when you see a natural looking pose. If 
necessary have her hold the stance or the 
action a couple of seconds while you alter 
your fill-in lights. Then shoot. 

“When the picture you’re shooting has 
to show two or more people your trouble 
is doubled. Even when you tell a group 
of models to start talking or acting in an 
entirely natural manner, they are con- 
scious of the camera. I’ve been making 
fashion, glamour, and news shots for 
nearly twenty-five years, and I have yet 
to find a posed subject void of camera 
consciousness. 

“Did you ever think of the fact that the 
camera does practically all the work in 
the making of a picture. Focusing and 
stops are up to the camerman, of course, 
but even the crudest camera can make a 
good picture. Its value, however, de- 
pends entirely on the photographer, and 
the picture is not going to have any value 
at all unless the photographer works for 
naturalness. And how should the pho- 
tographer work for this naturalness? By 
balancing all the factors that make the 
picture. The background should be bal- 
anced with the subject. The subject 
Should not overbalance the object that 
the photographer is trying to: present. 
Everything in the picture should work for 
something. Obtaining this balance is dif- 
ficult, of course, but not impossible. A 
short course in architecture and free hand 
crawing, particularly of nudes, is very 

uable. 

I can’t tell anybody how to blend these 
factors. It’s a matter that the photogra- 
Pher must work out for himself. Nobody

told the masters the tricks of balance 
when they started painting the pictures 
that have endured and increased in beau- 
ty with each passing year. The charm of 
the picture that the painter obtained 
through balance is never changing. It 
should be the same with a fashion or 
glamour photo. Don’t start making fash- 
ion shots with the idea that they are only 
for 1947 or 1948. Set up your pictures 
with the idea that some day they'll be 
included in a collection of the worlc’s 
great photographic art.” 

These are the technical aspects of mak- 
ing a good picture. From the commercial 
standpoint Huene feels that it would be a 
good idea for every fashion or glamour 
photographer to know something about 
the dressmaking industry or the product 
he is trying to sell through a masterful 
picture. When possible, an assistant 
should be hired to take care of the basic 
lighting arrangements and the like. 

Most important, however, is an under- 
standing between the photographer and 
the editor of the magazine for which he is 
shooting. A conference between the two 
before the model arrives will iron out 
most of the difficulties that can normally 
be expected and save time and effort. 

After all these preparations, what is 
going to be the final result? 

“A picture of a girl that looks human,” 
claims Huene. “A picture that not only 
sells a product, but attracts reader atten- 
tion by being fresh and entirely lifelike. 
It seems almost a crime that with all the 
wonderful photographic equipment and 
supplies at their disposal, so many pho- 
tographers should continue, through the 
lack of understanding of what makes a 
good picture, and the failure to exercise 
artistic judgment, to pour out thousands 
of stupid, make-believe glamour prints. 
Don’t let anybody tell you that the reason 
for the models appearing so similar in 
ads is the models themselves. They are 
only doing what they are told. It’s the 
fault of the photographers, who, through 
carelessness or laziness are interested 
only in getting a check and not an ar- 
tistic creation.” 

Hoyningen-Huene, who has made pic- 
tures of women in Africa, Asia, Europe. 
and the United States, and won numerous 
prizes in photographic salons, should 
know whereof he speaks.—f

First: Cleanse with two cleansing cream 
applications followed by patting with 
skin freshener to remove final traces. 

Second: Dot each cheek with two or 
three dabs of cream; a single dot on 

| forehead, another on chin. Tip-finger it 

smooth over whole face and don’t forget 
to carry it under the jaw. If her skin 
pigment differs from face to neck, spread 
the cream over front and sides of throat 
| and blend it off just behind the ears. 

Finally, with flat finger, pat (don’t rub) 
| surfaces to even distribution. 

And that (unless she has skin blem- 
ishes or ultra-prominent freckles) is all 
you need do! Leave it at that, for if she 
is clear-skinned, you have solved ninety 

| per cent of the problem of how to get 


that luminescent, high-glow, high-lighted 
skin effect you find in moviedom star por- 
traits. 

Skip the powder. Not only will it be un- 
| necessary, but it’s a deterrent to glamour- 
| photography. Powder over foundation 

will “mask” her, as we call it. Her 
| photographed face will look “heavy.” 
| Without it, the personal, individual skin 
texture comes through and you'll get 
those magnificent highlights that make 
| the portrait come alive. 

The model with blemishes or prominent 
freckles may need powder to cover the 
spots. But use it lightly. Pat it on, always 
lightly. Brush off all excess with a fluff 
of absorbent cotton. And bear in mind 
that it must be used as sparingly as 
possible. 


Cheeks 


For black-and-white photography, don’t 
use rouge. Rouge is used correctively 
only in non-color photography, and ap- 
plying it is an expert’s job. It takes 
years of practice to learn, and most 
photographers will do better without try- 
ing it. 

If you want to achieve shadow or hol- 
low on the cheek, use three shades darker 
foundation makeup, or even eye-shadow 
blended with light foundation, but do not 
use rouge. If you want a “Marlene Die- 
trich hollow-cheek”’ effect, use the three- 
shades-darker foundation, or the regular 
foundation darkened with blended eye- 
shadow, and pat it on the flat cheek, 
just below the cheekbone. Don’t bring it 
too far forward near the nose, and pat 
it with your little finger to eliminate the 
demarcation line. You can top this effect 
by highlighting the cheekbone itself: use 
a base three shades lighter than normal, 
start it just under the inner corner of 
the eye, follow the cheekbone line. Blend 
out the edge-line by tapping it out with 
your little finger. And there you have 
a Hollywood trick that will give you—if 
you want it—that glamorous Marlene ef- 
fect. But be sure your subject can wear 
it, first! Some girls will look pathetically 
ready for a TB cure with it! 

For color photography, she may use 
rouge, but make up her face exactly 
as for street wear, with this deviation 

| only. Use a rouge and lipstick two shades

lighter than she normally uses. Reason: 
color film intensifies basic reds, blues, 
yellows; therefore you must use the 
lighter shades. 

Eyes 

For black-and-white pictures, use eye- 
shadow sparingly—blue-grey or brown, 
according to the color of the eyes. (If 
you use powder, use the eye-shadow be- 
fore applying the powder.) 

In applying the shadow, start at the 
center of the upper lash-line; blend it 
smoothly out and up to the brow line. 
Do not over-shadow, or she'll look like 
a bad store-window dummy. Don’t use 
more than for street wear; preferably 
less. Never use shadow on the inside 
corner of the lid (unless you have a flat 
nose bridge, in which case you can create 
a high-bridge illusion by a little shadow 
in the corners. More about this later 
under “Tricks.’’) 

For color shots: use eye shadow very 
sparingly. If you use brown, mix it with 
powder base so it tones down to smooth 
tan rather than brown; about two shades 
lighter than brown. Never mix blue-gray 
shadow. 

When making up eye lashes, avoid the 
misuse of mascara. Use it, but use it 
properly! Here’s how: 

Moisten brush with water or skin 
freshener. Do not bead the lashes. Try 
to treat each lash separately, lightly, not 
heavily. Never bead. 

Never use false lashes. Most Holly- 
wood stars use the “half-lash” treatment. 
Mascara the lid lashes from the center 
to the outside. It'll “lift” and luxuriate 
the lashes. Small-eyed subjects should 
never mascara the lower lashes. 

The trick is to use brown (not black) 
eyebrow pencil to draw a very fine line 
along the upper lid as close as possible

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ter of the bridge. Apply a faint coating 
of brown eye-shadow under the tip of 
the nose. These will appear to fore- 
shorten the nose on the portrait. 

If the nose is too flat, do this: Run a 
light line of light base down the center 
of the nose. Be careful to blend out the 
edges by patting out. (For a receding 
chin, use the same highlight trick, cover- 
ing the area inside the downward lines 
from mouth corners.) 

If the nose is too small, do this: Use 
a mixture of brown eye-shadow and light 
base, light tan. Brush or pat this mixture 
down both sides of the nose. That pro- 
duces a photographic effect that brings 
the nose into relief, eliminates the too- 
small effect. 


Mouth and lips 


Almost as important as the eyes, the 
mouth and lips require study and care. 
For black-and-white, lipstick should be 
one shade darker than her normal street 
wear. For color, lipstick should be two 
shades lighter than street. 

Use lip rouge and brush, rather than 
applying the rouge with finger or stick 
There is a basic technique and tricks to 
remember. Here they are: 

Start in the center of the upper lip 
Work out to corners. Lower lip follows 
To achieve the steady and even brush 
stroke required, rest the elbow on you! 
dressing table, and steady the hand by 
resting the little finger on the chin. You’! 
get a far more even line than trying 
free-hand. 

For well-shaped mouth effects, have 
upper and lower lips of the same width. 
Avoid angular effects; they harden the 
mouth. Stick to rounded curves. If you 
have a thin upper lip versus a thick lower 
lip, she’ll look sulky-pouty. But do not 
go overboard to the other extreme by 
over-thickening the upper lip. Don’t be 
obvious, ever. Avoid an arched upper /iP 

Popular PHOTOGRAPHY 
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1. Employ rouge for color work in areas 
shown to reduce the jawbone width. 


2. Remember to use short strokes during 
application of your eyebrow pencil. 


3. Carry lip rouge to fullest mouth width. 
4. Dress hair full, and softly above ears.

or she’ll come out with a sneer in the 


finished picture. 

If her mouth is too small, avoid giving 
height to the mouth; lengthen it instead. 
If the lips droop at the corners (too 
many do!), give a slight upturn to the lip- 
rouge at the mouth corners, but do not 
angle it; curve it. 

Finally, for photography, do not blot 
excess rouge from the lips, as is done for 
normal wear. Keep it on fairly heavy, 

retain photographic definition. (But 

e sure you wipe off any lip rouge that 
may have gotten on the teeth!) 


Body makeup 


All-over body makeup, for nude or 
semi-nude photography is too professional 
a subject for the amateur to undertake. 
It’s a specialized field and we can skip 
it here. But for the amateur taking full- 
length or shoulder shots or bathing suit 
‘lamour shots, there are things to bear 
in mind. Here they are: 

For bare shoulders, a challenging hala- 
tion effect is achieved by applying vas- 
eline or cold cream or baby oil. Smooth 
it on, tone it down with tissue, highlight 
the area when photographing. You'll get 
that professional gleam. 

For small-busted subjects, wearing low 
bust-line growns, you can create the illu- 
sion of greater fullness by highlighting 
the upper part of the breasts with cold 
cream, or (if you don’t want a shine or 
gleam) with a very light foundation. 

For full-length and leggy bathing-suit 
shots, expecially if the subject has a good 
tan, apply an over-all covering of baby 
oil or cold cream. Don’t make it too 
thick; pat off excess with tissue. You'll 
get marvelous highlights.

the camera goes to work. Some of them 
are good stuff for the everyday photog- 
rapher and model to remember. Here 
they are: 

For a “come-on look” 
subject holds out her hand at arm’s- 
length in front of her, with forefinger 
raised. Focus eyes on the forefinger. Just 
before the shot, drop the arm but keep 
the eyes focused on the spot where the 
finger was. This is a particularly good 
stunt to overcome camera-fright, and 
you'll be surprised at what the eyes will 
say in the finished photograph! 

For brilliant lips: Just before the shot, 
the subject should run the tongue-tip 
lightly but moistly over both upper and 
lower lips. You'll get the same halations 
Hollywood’s highest priced cameramen 
get. Or you can use a light coating of 
vaseline over the lip rouge. 

And now you have the practical in- 
formation and the tricks of the trade that 
I have learned in my many years in 
Hollywood. Study them, and review the 
article thoroughly, and then find a model 
and go out and put into practice what 
I have told you, and see how deftly you 
can help your camera to create the illu-

DONT's 
For Camera Makeup Jobs

Don’t over-use eyeshadow; don’t use 
it at all if model is deep-eyed. 

Don’t use eyeshadow on the inside 
corner, unless model is flat- 
nosed. 

Don’t use false eye-lashes. 

Don’t use mascara on the lower 
lashes if the eyes are small. 

Don’t ever bead the lashes. 

Don’t draw a continuous eyebrow 
pencil line; use short hair- 
strokes. 

Don’t arch the upper lip. 

Don’t let the tips of the lips droop; 
counter this with a curved up- 
turn. 

Don’t blot off excess lip-rouge. 

Don’t try over-all body makeup, ex- 
cept as indicated in “tricks.” 

Don’t ever get angles or straight lines 
in any face makeup. They 
harden. Stick always to curves. 

Don’t imagine that makeup is all 
there is to glamour. It’s only 
part of it. The rest is light, 

pose, poise, tricks.

birds to come over, or following behind 
their dogs in the field, alert to see their 
setters or pointers freeze on a bird in the 
nearby cover. 

If you’re close enough, try to catch a 
picture of your buddy knocking down a 
quail, pheasant, or duck. Even if you 
don’t quite manage to get the falling bird 
in the finder, you may have an action shot 
that’s dramatic. And please, don’t have 
somebody throw a bird into the air and 
expect it to look lifelike. Sometimes a 
bird a fellow hunter drops doesn’t even 
look lifelike when it’s the real thing. 

Patience and a good blind are two requi- 
sites for taking pictures of flying ducks 
close enough to make good enlargements. 
If you can get close enough to a duck to 
tell its breed, brother you're close. 

Always keep your camera ready when 
you're on the trail, as when you’re follow- 
ing a brother nimrod in the field. I’ve 
caught some good action stuff unexpect- 
edly because of that habit, including one 
shot of a grouse, one of the extremely 
rare spruce kind, sitting in a pine tree off 
a Sierra Nevada trail. I didn’t have time 
to focus before it flew, but I got it any- 
way. That made a good souvenir of my 
trip. Many pictures I’ve taken on the 
pur of the moment have been good illus- 
trations for outdoor stories and many un- 
doubtedly have helped sell the yarns. 

Your hunting buddies may squawk at 
first when you ask them to pose for hunt- 
ing pictures or when you follow them 
round, but in most cases they’re either 
kidding or are insincere. Once you give 
them an 8x10 of themselves in some nat- 
iral, unposed action in the field, they’ll 
co-operate. One of the most cantankerous 
characters I ever hunted with used to 
gripe when I reached for my camera in- 
stead of my shotgun when I was shooting 
in the same blind with him. A couple of

swell shots of him and his favorite re- 
triever, Peggy, a black Labrador, to hang 
in his den and he never griped again. 
Now he’s the most co-operative guy I ever 
saw. Many times he’s missed low-flyi 
ducks, I’m sure, waiting for me to get niy 
equipment ready. 

Next to planning your pictures ahead 
and trying to get some idea in them, the 
most important feature of hunting shois, 
especially where the fall scenery’s beauti- 
ful, is the background. Care should he 
taken in framing your composition so the 
trees, mountains, cornfields, or bulrushes 
do not conflict with your principal object 
of interest. The most common error is 
having trees, cornstalks or what have 
you, growing out of a hunter’s head. An- 
other example of what not to do is to pho- 
tograph a red Irish setter against a dark 
background on ortho film. Pheasants 
have a way of melting into a background 
of rushes or corn’ stalks if you’re not care- 
ful. And it’s a good idea to watch those 
black shadows underneath hunters’ caps. 

What’s the best time of day? Of course, 
mid-day with its flat lighting is not so 
good for scenic stuff, but you can’t always 
pick your time. Long shadows that make 
mountains stand out are more dramatic. 
Although the old rule for beginners with 
box cameras to stand with the sun to 
their backs is good for even lighting, if 
you’ve taken many outdoor pictures you 
already know that you can use side or 
even backlighting to good advantage. Be 
sure your lens is shaded, however. Even 
the most expert sometimes forget that! 

A flash synchronizer stowed in your 
coat pocket will save many a doubtful 
picture in poor light. Those peanut bulbs 
don’t take up much space either. An out- 
door flash is swell for lighting up objects 
in shade or filling in dark shadows in sun- 
light. And in camp or at a duck club 
many, many more interesting picture pos- 
sibilities will occur to you if you’ve got a 
flash outfit. Show the gang at breakfast, 
around the fireplace, or perhaps gathered 
around the table for a game of draw. 

Another tip is to tie a good exposure 
meter on your hunting coat or fasten it to 
something you won’t forget. If there’s 
any one thing that causes more photo fail- 
ures on a hunting trip than anything else, 
it’s poor exposure. Underexposure is most 
common, because the light is fainter in 
the hunting season during fall and winter 
and hard to guess. Don’t guess. Even 
though you take pictures every day, use 
that exposure meter—at least to double- 
check your own estimate of the light. 

Some photographers make much of spe- 
cialized techniques for different types of 
work—others tend to over-simplify the 
problems that may be encountered. My 
advice is to stick to the middle of the 
road, learn to know your camera well, 
and be ready to take advantage of any 
breaks that may come your way. In hunt- 
ing photography, those breaks are mighty 
important. 

So take your camera along on your 
next hunting trip, with plenty of film as 
well as shells. Don’t be disappointed if 
those first shots don’t turn out to be the 
masterpieces that you hoped for—you 
probably missed a lot of ducks before you 
got that first high-flying mallard.

follow, far before you load your camera 
and clean your lens, is to walk your city 
with a fresh eye, to lift your head from 
the street and look about you, to study 
the history of your surroundings, and to 
imagine that you are a stranger to your 
own scene. In your travels about your 
town observe with a keen eye and de- 
cide what will make an interesting pic- 
ture—either from the point of view of 
pictorialism or as a part of a documen- 
tary record of growth or disintegration. 
Visit the same scene at different times of 
day and see how the lighting changes the 
atmosphere and setting of a scene. 

After you’ve been over the ground, 
then, and only then, take your camera 
with you. Don’t be hasty, for what the 
years have built is not going to be moved 
in a day. Take your time, and if the pic- 
ture doesn’t have the life and depth and 
lighting you wish, go away and come 
again at another time. Above all, do full 
justice to your material. 

You will find, as I did, that the people

who populate your city, their multi-col- 
ored clothing, their varied activities, and 
their human weaknesses, make some of 
the best subjects. Don’t ask them to pose 
for you because they freeze and become 
static. Catch them off their guard and 
show them as they are. 

Picture them at the parks, the beaches, 
the zoos, and museums; on their picnics, 
while they bowl, golf, skate, or play ten- 
nis. Photograph them in their moments 
of relaxation or perhaps during their 
work. Chicago’s Maxwell Street, where 
one finds a market that rivals any of the 
catch-all corners of the world, gave me 
wonderful human interest material. 

And while you watch the people, don’t 
fail to take advantage of the pictorial 
material offered by their surroundings. 
Silhouette a tree against the sky, watch 
how winter bends a bush with an over- 
load of snow, or take a position high in 
a building and catch the full flavor of a 
busy street. 

Or then again, you might wish to wait 
until nightfall and attempt the sort of 


view that I made of the bandshell in Chi- | 


cago’s Grant Park during a late summer 
concert. The only light was provided by 
stand-mounted floodlights which illumi- 
nated the orchestra, and the bandshell it- 
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self is beautifully silhouetted against the 
twilighted sky. Should your home town 
hold band concerts, you will have similar 
subject matter at your disposal. 

Your town will have points of historical 
interest—if you can’t remember all of 
them, check with your local historical so- 
ciety or chamber of commerce. For ex- 
ample, Chicago has many—the scene of 
the great fire, the first houses, the ground 
where Fort Dearborn first stood. Many 
of the historical areas of Chicago are be- 
ing razed and rebuilt, and the amateur 
photographers of that city are cooperat- 
ing with the Chicago Historical Society 
in making an invaluable photographic 
record of the city as it is, so that in the 
future, scholars, and even the curious, 
can see how that city once was. Your 
own town’s civic leaders may be inter- 
ested in a project of this sort, and if they 
are, cooperate with them. For in this 
way you are not only finding a wealth of 
photographic material, but are doing a 
civic duty. 

When searching for purely pictorial 
material, you will find that different times 
of day will change the entire aspect of a 
single scene. A harshly lighted morning 
corner may turn to a delicately back- 
lighted silhouette late in the day. Have 
the patience and imagination to visualize 
what light can do to your subjects as it 
travels from east to west. 

For example, the backlighted traffic on 
the corner of State and Madison Streets 
in Chicago is rarely as quiet or as deli- 
cately lighted as in the picture I made. 
Ordinarily it’s a hurly-burly of sound and 
fury, bathed in harsh city light. But when 
day draws to an end, traffic slows up, and 
soft sunlight filters through the city’s can- 
yons and leaves long shadows. 

High windows or the roofs of buildings 
offer a wonderful vantage spot. My pic- 
ture of Chicago’s State Street, looking 
north towards the river, is one of this 
type. Made shortly before noon, as you

can see by the clock at Washington 
Street, the photograph shows a street 
which shortly will be flooded with Chi- 
cagoans out for their lunch. The per- 
spective and point of view that the bird’s- 
eye camera angle brings is something 
that you cannot duplicate from the street 
level. Not only will you achieve a superb 
aerial perspective in your pictures, but 
often your commanding position allows 
you to see architectural designs that you 
heretofore had not realized had existed. 


Old houses hold high historic value, 
and should be perpetuated on film, per- 
haps as a community or civic project. 


You may find yourself in a position to 
look over a building, and into an inner 
court which may be breathtaking in its 
beauty or novel in its design. 

Museums and zoos offer unique ma- 
terial. In most cases you will probably 
have to obtain permission in advance and 
may then be permitted to go “backstage” 
and take pictures. The animals and his- 
toric articles you'll find will prove to 
have fascinating interest and fine photo- 
graphic subject value. Strive, however, 
for a unique approach. If exhibits are in 
cases, try to picture them, and the peo- 
ple who watch them too; if they are 
animals, find a unique angle of view and 
strive for the best possible picture. 

You'll soon realize that you won’t have 
to restrict yourself to black and white 
either. Cities offer color—great varie- 
gated patches of it. The people them- 
selves have their clothes of many colors, 
light and time have weathered the build- 
ings in a multitude of varying colors, and 
every city dresses itself with gaudy 
splotches of advertising material. No 
matter where you go, you'll find that 
color shots will be worth your while. 

The equipment you use can be any type 
of camera. What is important in city 
photography is the willingness to work at 
achieving the best possible pictures. 

I have used both a Speed Graphic and 
a Rolleiflex, but many other more inex- 
pensive cameras will work as well. It is 
true that the smaller cameras allow more 
freedom when working for pictures of 
people. But again, it is not the equipment 
but the capability with which you use 
it that is important. You must want to 
get good pictures, to let your imagination 
run free and see with a searching eye. 

And when you find that inspiration 
lags, just remember that however dull 
and drab and everyday a subject may 
seem, ninety per cent of this feeling has 
been caused by familiarity, and that once 
you can forget that you have seen it time 
and time again, and can view it w ith 
fresh eyes, you will find that it holds 
promise that you have never suspected. 
Forget that old saw about the grass being 
greener in other yards and see what you 
can find in your own.—®

in an album. Whatever you do, don’t 
hide the finished photograph away in a 
drawer somewhere, taking it out only oc- 
casionally to show to guests in your 
home. 

If you want to hang the picture, be 
judicious in your choice of a frame. Select 
one which goes well both with the print 
and with its surroundings. Always use 
a narrow frame for a photograph. Some- 
what similar to the conventional frame 
is an adjustable device called the “Bra- 
quette.” Holding the picture mount 
securely at top and bottom, this incon- 
spicuous gadget will accommodate various 
sizes, and it affords easy removal and 
replacement of prints. 

Perhaps you'd like to set up a perma- 
nent exhibition “gallery” in your home. 
In that case, two strips of wooden or 
metal molding can be fastened to the | 
wall, just far enough apart to hold in 
place mounts of a standard size. This 
arrangement will permit you to display 
in salon fashion several photographs at 
once and to replace them easily when 
you want to. 

If you do not want to put the print 
on the wall, but prefer to place it on top 
of a desk, dresser, or table, get a standing 
frame. These are available in many types 
and sizes, but be sure to select one 
which is simple, or it may overwhelm 
the picture itself. 

A framed print can be converted into 
an attractive tray very easily. Use an 
oblong, square, or oval frame which is 
somewhat wider than would be used for 
wall display, then attach to this frame two 


handles of the kind stocked by hardware | 


stores as closet door handles or drawer 


pulls. 


Perhaps you feel that the background | 


in your finished print is distracting. In 
that case, just cut around the main sub- 
ject with sharp scissors, mount the cut- 
out on white or black cardboard, and 
frame it. 

There are countless other possibilities 
for the effective use or display of your 
prints. You can use them for decorating 
screens, lamp-shades, cupboard doors, 
and similar surfaces. You can back them 
with plywood and cut them out with a 
scroll-saw to produce attractive stand-up 
desk ornaments. And you can make them 
into unusual paperweights. 

* * * 

Now that we have finished our enlarge- 
ment, from beginning to end, it won’t 
hurt matters any to review and sum- 
marize some cf the salient points dis- 
cussed in this series of articles.

It’s the same way when you make an 
nlargement, with the negative and the 
paper as basic ingredients. You must 
know the purpose of your print in ad- 
vance, because this will govern several 
important factors, as follows: 

1. Size of enlargement. The human eye, 
ike a camera lens, has an angle of view, 
and the ideal procedure is to tailor the 
ize of your print to the distance from 
vhich it will most often be seen. At 
1ormal reading distance, the eye can 

yver comfortably an area up to about 
ix6” in size. At arm’s length this area 
nereases to about 8x10”. At a distance 
and at 6 
feet it is 16x20”. Thus a 4x6 or a 5x7 
rint is recommended for album use, 

e 8x10 size for standing frames, publi- 
cation use, folders, etc., and anything 
larger than 8x10 for wall-hanging. 

2. Choice of paper. This is somewhat a 
matter of personal taste, but there are a 
f basic principles nevertheless. For 
publication, glossy paper ‘s indicated al- 
most invariably. For other purposes you 
should suit the surface to the subject, 
with egg-shell or matte being generally 
preferred for portraits and landscapes. 
Incidentally, if you know beforehand that 
there will be any great amount of spot- 
ting because of imperfections in the nega- 
tive, make the print on a matte-surfaced 

per. 

3. Toning. The toning, if any, should 
be governed by two factors, the subject 
iatter itself, and the color scheme of 
the area which will surround the print 
when it is hung. Some subjects are better 
ff not toned at all, others can be weak- 
ned by toning of the wrong color or 
tensity. Make the tone fit the mood of 
he subject and make it harmonize with 

print’s surroundings. If toning is 
ntemplated, by the way, make your 
rint on a paper which lends itself well to 
toning process. 

{. Mounting and framing. The mount 
{ the frame must suit the subject, too, 
nd the frame should harmonize well 
vith its surroundings. A blond wooden 
ime, for example, would hardly be the 
pe for a portrait of an elderly person 
unless you have a row of such frames 
ing side by side in the “salon” manner). 

peaceful landscape is not displayed at 
s best in a modernistic metal or plastics 
ame. Any artistic training or ability 
ou may have will be extremely useful 

displaying your select photographs 
ppropriately. 

And so we bring this series of articles 
to a close. Good technique in enlarging 
hould be the goal of every photographer 
nd is one of the most important attrib- 
tes that can be acquired in the art of 

king pictures. As we have seen, a 

od enlargement is made up of a num- 
er of things, and real care must be 
xercised all along the line if the results 

e to be truly worthwhile. Give every

out to be the more convincing picture of 
the two, and a more fascinating one at 
that. The timing, by the way, was inter- 
esting. The shutters (of both cameras) 
were left open. Back of the huge sheet 
of paper protecting the wall were hung 
two sheets of thin metal a fraction of an 
inch apart. The impact of the bottle 
made those two sheets touch, closing the 
circuit and firing the speedlights. The 
shutters were then closed. 

By far the greatest commercial appli- 
cation of speedlight has been for baby 
portraiture. Professionals in many cities 
have opened huge photographic factories 
where a procession of children parades 
along the production line in front of their 
speedlight-coupled cameras, with expres- 
sion-inspiring machine-age devices such 
as mechanical doll houses or animated 
Mickey Mouse movies replacing the ob- 
solete birdie. At the same time, here and 
there in the same cities, photographers 
who are concerned with their art are us- 
ing the speedlight not merely to speed up 
and mechanize the process, but to enable 
them to get into their portraits a spon- 
taneity heretofore not easily attainable. 

Perhaps it was in recognization of his 


| ability to resist the mass-production temp- 


tation that the judges gave Michael 
Shuter of Brooklyn, N. Y., the top prize 
of $250 in cash, and the first prize in the 
Portrait Division, a Reliance 2-lamp 
speedlight unit, for his “M-m-m Good!” 
Certainly the picture stands on its own 
merits; as one judge expressed it, that 
picture might take first prize in any pho- 
tography contest, open to all techniques. 
At first glance it could have been taken 
with ordinary studio lighting. It has a 
great deal of charm, and all the nuances 
of lighting, all the details of quality. Cer- 
tainly it could have been taken with 
flashbulbs. Except, on second thought, 
maybe that expression would have come 
while the photographer’s assistant was 
changing the flashbulbs. With speedlight 
you do have that advantage; you are 
ready to shoot again in, at most, ten sec- 
onds, just long enough to change film. 

This rapid-sequence ability of the 
speedlight, entirely distinct from its high 
effective shutter speed, is something not 
enough photographers have put to work 
for picture series. David Robbins of New 
York, a picture-magazine photographer of 
considerable ability and comparable fame, 
submitted a sequence of 15 character 
studies of Joe E. Lewis, comedian, taken 
at 5-second intervals. One of these is 
reproduced here. It has terrific impact 
by itself. As originally published in True 
magazine the impact was multiplied many 
times by the continuity from picture to 
picture. Besides the third prize of $50 and 
the Kluge Electronic unit the Joe E. 
Lewis shot won him, Dave got another 
Kluge Electronic unit in the Color Divi- 
sion for one of a series of high-speed color 
photos of a cock-fight, also done for True 
magazine. 

Just to show you how the speedlight 
lends itself to every traditional lighting 
problem, consider “Make Believe,” by 
Zoltan Henczel, honor award winner. 
Here is a typical camera-club genre pic- 
ture, such as you frequently see in salons. 
There is no reason why it should have
